Apparent anti-Jewish propaganda could then be 
compared with 3lmiliar material appearing in the racist 
publications which would be at least an indication that 
American racist publications are following the Arab line in 
this regard. No doubt some of this Arab material might be 
paraphrased by the American publications to the extent that 
it could not be definitely identified. However, it is 
believed that in many instances there would be no doubt 
as to the Arab origin of this material in racist material. 

If definite indications appear that that anti-

Literature of the above persons and organizations con¬ 
tains voluminous material critical of Jews and Israel differing 
not at all in character and content from what would be expected 
of persons writing in the anti-Semitic field. Practically all 
of this material, of course, is favorable from the viewpoint of 
Arab Interests, however only those instances where mention was 
made of contacts with persons connected with Arab state official , 
establishments or suggestive of actual Arab Influence have been 
included in this report. 

In other Instances, notably in SMITH'S literature, 
there are the usual references to public sources or quotations 
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from such sources (newspapers, news magazines, letters from Arab 
propagandists or officials published in newspapers, all the way 
to articles culled from Jewish publications), editorial comment 
on current events in the Middle East and revelations of the 
results of SMITH'S interviews with Arab refugees or persons 
interested in Arab refugee problems - all dealt with in a manner 
to serve SMITH'S ends (in retaining his following) as well as, 
if. not more so than, Arab interests. Where the one begins and 
the other ends cannot be determined. Consequently, it has been 
considered that the reporting of voluminous anti-Israel 
(necessarily pro-Arab) articles would serve no valuable purpose 
at this time. 

It would not be surprising were it learned that DAVID 
BURK's articles in the "New York Daily News" are merely part of 
a program Influenced by the Anti-Defamation League itself, which 
has been in a running feud with SMITH and others - not always to 
its own advantage - for years; the one side seeking to involve 
SMITH and the others with the authorities, and the others on 
their part demanding Investigation by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities of the ADL as a subversive organization 
dedicated to serving Israeli interests and itself acting in 
violation of the Foreign Agents Registration Act and the Corrupt 
Practices Act. At any rate, BURK's articles are filled with 
little fact and considerable hint, as exemplified In this report, 
(at least as far as concerns SMITH, BRITTON and WILLIAMS), 
and apparently have been prompted by his concern to put the 
"nearly 90 dynamite blasts (that) have echoed around the country 
in the last two years, aimed mainly at Jews, Negroes and sincere 
Christians who have publicly backed these groups)" into a co¬ 
ordinated pattern. It is known that the ADL is very much 
interested in bills to be presented to Congress, making bombings 
of churches, synagogues, schools, etc., violations of federal law.

It is not recommended that a Registration Act investi¬ 
gation be conducted concerning WILLIAMS because he has already 
ceased the publishing field (since 1957). 

Because BRITTON has publicly staunchly denied the ADL 
accusation of having been paid $ 500.00 for reprinting an article 
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allegedly prepared by an Arab propagandist, it is not recommended 
that a Registration Act investigation be conducted at this time 
pending New York's contact with the ADL for full particulars. 

Because so much is known concerning SMITH'S contacts 
with Arab officials, much based on his own admissions, but so 
little concerning a possible arrangement that could be construed 
as an agreement or contract such as is required in Registration 
Act violations, and because his literature is so written as to 
discount the possibility of indicating such an arrangement were 
there one, it is not recommended that a Registration Act Investi¬ 
gation be conducted concerning him. 

REQUEST TO THE BUREAU : 

The Bureau is requested to consider the advisability of 
direct interview with GERALD L, K. SMITH or other of his associates, 
FRANK L. BRITTON and ROBERT H. WILLIAMS should Information 
supposedly obtainable from ADL in New York City leave insufficient 
basis for conducting a Registration Act investigation.

Synoptin DAVID BURK, in articles in the "New York Daily News", 

1/20-24/59> claimed GERALD L. K. SMITH, FRANK L. BRITTON 
and ROBERT H. WILLIAMS are among a 'hate corps" acting 
in behalf of (President NASSER of) the United Arab Republic 
in publishing pro-Arab propaganda. Background information 
concerning SMITH, Director of the Christian Nationalist 
Crusade and publisher of its official organ, "The Cross and 
The Flag," and SMITH'S associates; BRITTON, editor of "The 
American Nationalist, 11 and WILLIAMS, former publisher of 
the 'Williams Intelligence Summary", set forth. Alleged 
connections between Arab officials or propagandists and 
SMITH in 1952, 1954 and 1958; BRITTON In 1953 and 1954, 
and WILLIAMS in 1953, set out. 
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DETAILS: 


This Investigation is based upon a series of five 
articles entitled "Peddling Hate In America: Egypt's NASSER" by 
DAVID BURK which appeared in the "New York Daily News" 
during January 20-24, 1959- 

In the first article of the series, BURK stated (In part), 
referring to the "nearly 90 dynamite blasts (that) have echoed 
around the country in the last two years aimed mainly at Jews, 
Negroes and sincere Christian citizens who have publicly backed 
these groups," that: "practically every operation fitted into a 
national pattern which, authorities believe, was etched by a loose- 
linked network of American neo-fascist groups peppered around the 
country. This hate corps... today has emerged as a fifth column 
acting In behalf of President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the so-called 
United Arab Republic and his dreams of empire...The race groups 
here, coordinated rather than organized and with a total following 
throughout the country that officials estimate at not more than a 
few thousand, are zealously following NASSER's line. But what, 
you may ask, could NASSER possibly want with a fifth column In the 
United States? The answer, as officials at the Department of 
Justice explained it to me, is transparently simple....The NASSER- 
dominated segment of the Arab world, fed on an information diet 
prescribed by our native racists, frankly regards not only 
American Jewry but the U, S. Administration, too, as the 
fountainhead of Israel's moral and financial help. Looked at in 
this light, NASSER must knock out Israel's backers in the U. S. 
before he can keep his pledge to his followers to knock out Israel 
itself. The U. S. thus becomes a legitimate 'second front.' 

NASSER himself, back In the early 5^s when he still was the 
unassuming Col. NASSER, Egyptian prime minister under fatherly 
Gen. MOHAMMED NAGUIB, whom he later liquidated as subtly as any 
trained Kremlinite, once told me bitterly In Cairo. 'America is 
in the hands of the Zionists. The Jews control the press and 
government. The Arab voice is never heard. How can we fight back?' 
For at least four years now he has been fighting back, using 
Egyptian military intelligence officers and men who can hide behind 
diplomatic immunity as the contact men, and a group of individuals 
and periodicals as his mouthpieces. The periodicals, all neatly 
arranged in alphabetical order on the Attorney General's List of 
Subversive Publications, rarely go to press without some item of 
NASSER's propaganda, and their own outpourings turn up in Arab 
press and broadcasts. The basic hope Is that, by breeding hatred 
and suspicion of the Jews, outraged public opinion might force 
Congress to step official support for Israel. With a little 
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additional shove. Congress might even be persuaded to legislate 
against support for Israel from Jewish organizations....The 
Atlanta Temple bombing, however, triggered a series of shocks.... 
thanks to a story carried exclusively in THE NEWS, the link 
between the Arabs and the hate-mongers held responsible for the 
blast suddenly emerged....At the New York information office 
maintained by the Arab League, but largely dominated by NASSER, 
at the UAR delegation to the United Nations and at the UAR embassy 
in Washington, a firm front was maintained against 'these undesirabl- 
elements.' The order had gone out: 'Deny, deny, deny.' The hate- 
mongers I sought out have been less discreet....Even the Egyptians a 
apt to break down under stress. During a long talk one night in 
Washington with an official of the UAR embassy, I was repeatedly 
assured that not only would no one from his government have 
dealings with 'these scrum,' they would kick them out bodily if they 
dared to cross the embassy threshold. But finally he raised his 
hands shoulder high in extreme exasperation and snarled: 'What can 
we do if these people want to help tell our story? Is that our 
fault? You know as well as I do that the Jews control your so-called 
free press here. Only the Zionists voices are heard.' He might 
have been quoting straight from an American hate sheet, or from 
Cairo Radio." 

In the second article of the series BURK stated (In part) 
that after the Atlanta, Georgia temple bombing on October 12, 1958, 
Cairo Radio, "which is under the personal supervision of...NASSER," 
announced that: "It is reported from the United States that unknown 
persons have destroyed a synagogue in the city of Atlanta. It Is 
further reported that publications throughout the Southern states 
are carrying hostile articles against the Jewish community." 

Pointing out that such publications could only have been "those 
put out by America's neo-fascist groups whose activities identify 
them dally more closely as a NASSER fifth column^' BURK then mentioned 
that "such hate sheets as...and "The Cross and Flag" put out in 
Los Angeles by GERALD L. K. SMITH, print a routine combination of 
pro-NASSER and anti-Jewish propaganda...(which) always flood Into 
the areas afflicted by racial Incidents and violence." Further on 
the article states: "In their anxiety to be all-embracing, to 
reach the hearthstones of American families of different tastes 
and viewpoints, the raciest periodicals adopt a variety of fronts. 
From California, GERALD L. K. SMITH offers the Christian approach... 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, who calls himself 'major' although the Army 
stripped him of the rank In 1950, pretended he was in U. S. 
intelligence during World War II for the benefit of those who like 
their hate diet served from the top-secret drawer. The House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, In a report on 'Neo-Fascist 
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and Hate Groups' in December, 1954, called the monthly Intelligence 
Summary WILLIAMS put out from Santa Ana, Calif., 'a deception'. 
(WILLIAMS recently went out of the publishing business, probably 
temporary.) Par from being a high-powered innercircle man, the 
committee said, 'WILLIAMS' intelligence duty comprised less than 
a year as an administrative officer for the intelligence section 
of a bomber wing.' Thus, adds the report, 'he would have received 
no intelligence Information dealing with the Communist conspiracy.' 
PRANK L, BRITTON, a disciple of GERALD L. K. SMITH, thumps the ultra 
nationalist, defend-America tub from California." 

In the third article of the series, BURK stated (in part): 
"Soon after the Atlanta Temple bombing, Ambassador KAMIL ABDEL 
RAHIM, suave, ambitious head of the Arab Information Office, was 
recalled to Cairo 'for consultations.' Reliable reports say 
RAHIM, who Inspired and founded Arab Information Office in early 
1955* has been sacked....Back in the early '50's, when RAHIM was 
posted to Washington as Egyptian ambassador, he and his senior 
aids were flattered by the attentions they received from some of 
the racist fanatics. An identity of viewpoint was found on 
several issues, especially regarding the creation of the State of 
Israel and Its support by Jews in the U.S....ROBERT WILLIAMS, who 
pretends to readers of his Intelligence Summary that he got the 
whole inside dope on the Communist conspiracy as an intelligence 
officer in World War II, was in touch with OMAR HALIQ of the Saudi 
UN delegation, offering pamphlets and mailing lists. Subscriptions 
were taken to such hate sheets as GERALD L. K. SMITH'S The Cross 
and the Flag... .RAHIM sav; the potential in all these individuals 
and their outlets. Then, when he learned that the Arab Information 
Office officially sponsored by all the Arab League states, would 
have to register with the Justice Department as the agent of a 
foreign power, RAHIM quickly had himself transferred to the Yemen 
delegation to the UN to preserve his diplomatic immunity. The 
Foreign Agents Registration Act, 1938, As Amended, is specific. 

Any person or organization engaging in propaganda in behalf of a 
foreign power must send the Justice Department a half-yearly 
report listing Its staff, activities, income and expenses. The 
Arab Information Office, which now has branches in Washington, 
Chicago, San PranciBco and Ottawa, opened its New York headquarters 
in March, 1955." After hinting the possible untrustworthy returns 
by the Arab Information Centers to the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the United States Department of Justice, BURK added: 

"But the propaganda field is one in which money moves in mysterious 
ways. It Is not even probable that the Arab Information Office is 
cooking Its books. The penalties for any breach of the law are 
severe. But there is nothing to prevent the Egyptian embassy or

UN delegation, or those of the other Arab states involved, from 
footing bills in behalf of the AIO. Moving behind their shield of 
diplomatic immunity their finances are not controlled in any way 
by the U, S. authorities. Whatever monies pass to the American 
racist groups would certainly be handed over in cash. Ever here 
there is no difficulty in avoiding official scrutiny. In any 
free money market, like Lebanon or Switzerland, both handily on 
the route from Cairo to New York, dollars can be bought in any 
quantity without the transaction being recorded. Since diplomatic 
bags are sacrosanct, there is no way of telling how much cash, if 
any, is brought here in this way. Except for GERALD L. K. SMITH, 
none of the race groups has any special obligation under law to 
report either the amount of its income or its source. SMITH is In 
a separate category because his*Christian National Crusade takes 
an active, if never welcome, part in political campaigns and elec¬ 
tions . This obliges him to report his expenses and income to the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives under the Corrupt Practices 
Act. SMITH, whose Cross and the Flag carries even more than the 
usual quota of Arab propaganda, picks his favorite candidates In 
every Congressional and Presidential election and announces that 
his 'National Political Committee' will throw the full weight of 
its support behind the chosen ones.,..One of the penalties of de¬ 
nouncing SMITH and his fellow-racists In this manner, as their publli 
tions show. Is that the denouncer will in turn be denounced—as a 
pawn of the Jews, a hireling of the Jews, or very often, however 
fantastically, simply as a Jew.'* Further, suggesting that SMITH'S 
reports to Congress under the Corrupt Practices Act as a ' f national 
political committee" list contributors who "seem to exist only 
on paper" BURK stated: "SMITH, on his own printed admissions, is 
virtually in constant contact with Egyptian officials and diplomats. 
In last January's issue of The Cross and the Flag, he boldly identi¬ 
fies one of his friends in an article titled: 'A Guest From Egypt.' 

On a visit to Washington, writes SMITH, 'I was called upon by a 
brilliant young man who is a citizen of Egypt. His name is 
IBRAHIM BAGHDADY. He is a journalist and a radio commentator.' 
BAGHDADY, however, is not a journalist and radio commentator. He 
is a major in army Intelligance, one of the platoon of intelligence 
agents NASSER spikes his foreign missions with. There is little 
point in listing them all. But intelligence officers sent to the 
U. S. on 3hort visits, generally in the role of 'diplomatic couriers, 
are worthy of mention. So also is the fact that the Egyptian 
State Information Department In Cairo, publisher of most of the 
tracts distributed and reprinted by America's racists, is a branch 
of NASSER's security and Intelligence network. Lt. Col ADBEL 
KHADR HATTEM, who took over the department during my years in 
Cairo and who now Is deputy minister for presidential affairs, had 
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previously been in command of a group of agents whose function was 
to snoop on foreign correspondents, tap their telephones and steam 
open their mail. He is in charge of all press and radio 
activities. The NASSER agents who come here in sheep's clothing 
are naturally as free as any other visitor to travel around the 
U. S. and meet whom they please. That is one of the advantages 
of working in a free country, a fact Egyptians, especially, would 
appreciate 

In the fourth and fifth articles of the series, there 
appeared no other information Implicating SMITH with Arab 
propaganda except probably the concluding statement in the fifth 
article that "the Jigsaw pieces had clicked into place," that 
various persons including "SMITH" were tied into "a network of 
subversive hate. Each group feeding on the others like Jungle 
animals on a diet of shady finance, propaganda gimmicks, and 
methods and ideas that reek of Red Moscow and Nazi Berlin." 

(In this passage "SMITH" could equally apply to GERALD L. K. SMITH 
and one CHARLES SMITH of the "New York Racist Forum" mentioned 
.in the second article.)

the Christian Nationalist Crusade (CNC) was organized in St. 

Louis, Missouri in 1947, and moved its headquarters to Glendale, 
California in 1953, where it continues to be located; that from 
the parent CNC, subsidiary organizations, including the Christian 
Nationalist Party (of America;, have developed; that these 
organizations all reflect in their literature the imprint of 
their chief organizer and director, GERALD L. K. SMITH, whose 
basic argument has been that this nation, traditionally Christian, 
and racially segregated, is threatened by anti-Christian and 
racially 'mongrelizing" forces such as communism and inter¬ 
nationalism, all dominantly motivated by international Jewry 
which controls this country financially and politically; and 
that these organizations are not membership organizations, but 
represent followers who contribute to them or subscribe to their 
literature. Although GERALD L. K. SMITH and his close associates 
are not known to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of 
their statements and program is intensely anti-Semitic, as In¬ 
directly indicated by the slogan of the Christian Nationalist 
Party, announced in 1950, which was: 'One Faith - One Race - 
One Nation."

As a supporter of the late Sen. HUEY P.L0NG--he was with LONG 
when the Louisiana 'KIngfish' was shot--and later as the leader 
of numerous anti-New Deal, anti-Communist organizations, SMITH 
claimed to have spoken to more human beings in person than any 
living American. SMITH was born at Viroqua Feb. 27, 1898 . 

Before he moved to Shreveport, La., in 1929 to become pastor 
of the Kingshighway Christian Church, SMITH completed his high 
school education in three Wisconsin schools. He attended 
Valparaiso and Butler Universities in Indiana, but returned 
to his native Wisconsin to serve several small churches as a 
young, unmarried preacher. SMITH also preached in several 
small churches in Illinois. But It was in Louisiana that he 
found himself. SMITH joined hands with LONG in 1933. He said 
he did it because he believed the Louisiana dictator was the 
most effective weapon against the late FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT. 

From those days right on through experiences with Father COUGHLIN 
and Dr. TOWNSEND, and into the troubles he found In organizations 
of his own, SMITH stood on the Bible, wrapped himself In the 
flag—and orated. SMITH started his own organization In 1938 
under the name of the 'Committee of One Million.' He didn't 
stop at the first million, however, but went on to recruit an 
estimated 3*000,000 followers. During his many years before 
the public, demonstrations were often rowdy. SMITH'S most 
widely-publicized battles came when he was an 'America First' 
speaker. In those bitter days, he was often kicked out, chased 
off, and otherwise hampered in his oratory. SMITH married Miss 
ELNA SORENSON in 1918. One son, GERALD L. K. SMITH, 'JR., was 
wounded four times In World War II."

She is 
an associate editor of the 'Washington Letter' and is on the 
editorial staff of TCTF. She has lived and traveled with Mr. 
and Mrs. SMITH for six years. No person in the organization 
is more familiar with all phases of detail having to do with 
the Crusade than Miss LEGANT. She knows hundreds of the 
Nationalist leaders personally and has met them in their own 
home towns.

The "California Jewish Voice" newspaper, a weekly- 
newspaper published in Los Angeles, California, which reports 
mainly Information of interest to the Jewish community in the 
Los Angeles area, contains an article on page 5 of Its issue 
dated May 29, 1953, entitled "A Hate-Pamphleteer Dedicates His 
Commodity to Rival Dispensers." This article states, in part: 

'PRANK BRITTON of Hawthorne, California, is a young 
hero-worshipper studying to become a hero. BRITTON'S current 
idols are of a peculiar sti pe for an American not quite 33 
years old, a veteran of World War II and a former student at 
the University of Southern California. They Include: 

"'The magnificent GERALD L. K. SMITH, funder and 
leader of the Christian Nationalist Movement .... 

"BRITTON'S career as a professional anti-Semite began 
in 1950 While he was still a student at the University of Southern 
California. There he distributed anti-Semitic leaflets which won 
high praise from WESLEY SWIFT, of Ku Klux Klan fame, who for a 
while made BRITTON his protege. 

"After publication of the two Treason pamphlets 
("Atom Treason" and "Hollywood Treason"), BRITTON came up with 
a new anti-Semitic 'expose , 1 a 96 -page booklet. Behind Communism, 
which he published in the summer of 1952. This has been sold 
around the country by the bigoted faithful for a dollar a copy. 

It, too, stresses^ the Jewish-Zionist-Communist equation. 

"An ambitioris, striving man, BRITTON decided to form 
his own 'patriotic' movement in September 1952 by sending out 
invitations for a meeting of his 'great new organization' aimed 
at combatting the 'Jew Marxist' program of world conquest. The 
invitation appeared on the reverse side of a 'Buy Gentile' 
flyer which he had been distributing In the Los Angeles area. 

"The meeting was a dud. About 200 people appeared 
at the Embassy Hall to hear BRITTON charge that the nation's 
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Ills were attributable to 'immigrant Jew-Communists,' that 
'Jew agitators' were exploiting the American Negro. Very- 
little money was collected and the organization -- called The New 
Confederates — died in its infancy. 

"BRITTON has other irons in the fire. One of bnem is 
his 'fortnightly' publication. The American Nationalist,^ started 
In December 1952. Its content is similar to that of many other 
anti-Semitic publications. ... ' 

"But BRITTON'S printed material has one distinction. 
Unlike most professional bigots, BRITTON has the advantage of 
a college education. He may even have studied journalism. His 
products are technically better, more polished than most. He 
makes Judicious use of color, of two-page layouts, for maximum 
reader appeal. His Treason pamphlets—vicious and full of 
distortions--are readable and physically attractive. ..." 

The "American Nationalist" (AN) consistently identifies 
itself as a four-page publication of The American Nationalist, 
Post Office Box 301, Inglewood, California, edited by PRANK 
DOLLAR BRITTON.

that BRITTON has been investigated by the Postal Inspectors 
on four or five different occasions in connection with his 
four-page "The American Nationalist" and miscellaneous anti- 
Semitic and anti-Negro leaflets, replete with lurid photographs, 
but has never been found to have misused the mails, having 
never advocated the use of violence In his literature. He 
said that BRITTON frequently visits the Post Office to deposit 
batches of his literature in the mails, destined to addressees 
locally and in the Southern States. He added that the AN is 
ynot a membership organization, conducts no meetings, and is 
Solely operated by BRITTON for the purpose of selling his 
literature and seeking donations, through these means "earning" 
a living for himself and his wife. He added that BRITTON is 
not the sort to get along with others and he has never sought 
the association of others in his AN.

He said that 
WILLIAMS quit because his literature activities had never been 
remunerative; that WILLIAMS ha3 since moved to Silverado, Cali¬ 
fornia, and Is now the owner and manager of the Dupllcard 
Addressing Machine Company, 1010 East Chestnut Street, Santa 
Ana. He explained that during the past few years, WILLIAMS had 
been working on the side perfecting an invention (the Dupllcard 
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Addressing Machine) and that he has recently been able to 
Incorporate and go Into business on a full-time basis. He 
said that WILLIAMS now retains no connections with his past 
publishing activities; that he never had a membership organi¬ 
zation or advocated violence in his writings, and has made no 
trips outside of California during the past couple years.

I. GERALD L. K. SMITH 

1 - by ARNOLD FORSTER 
and BENJAMIN' R. EPSTEIN, copyrighted 195b oy"The Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith, ' published by Doubleday & Company, Inc., 
Garden City, New York, which states In the authors' acknowledgment 
that "Only after reading this book from cover to cover can one 
truly understand the debt Its authors owe to the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith. The work is based upon the files of an 
agency composed of many men and women whose actual memoranda make 
up page after page of this document. . . and which contains 
a two-page forward by HENRY EDWARD SCHULTZ, National Chairman 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith, contains various 
passages pertinent to the subject of this investigation, which 
are as follows:

Always the salesman, SMITH boasted to KHALIFA 
of the 'wonderful cooperation' he had been receiving from various 
representatives of Syrian-Lebanese American clubs. Believe it or 
not, SMITH promised KHALIFA that he would exert great influence 
to see that the platforms of both major parties pay respect to 
the national aspirations of the Arab states.

The Iraqi delegate, 
AWNIiKHALIDY,,was holding forth. Here is the substance of his 

"My brothers, my activities last week were concentrated mainly on 
reports from Iraqi students in American universities. I have 
given them the task of carrying on an intensive agitation against 
the gangsters of Tel Aviv. I received eighteen letters from my 
correspondents in which they reported distributing a considerable 
number of pamphlets and prospectuses in favor of the Arab cause 
at universities in Michigan, Massachusetts, California, Washington 
and at Syracuse and Philadelphia. In these universities my corres¬ 
pondents work quietly and secretly so that Jewish students do not 
learn about their activities or report about them to their 
espionage agencies. I sent my correspondents 1800 copies of a 
pamphlet which I received from my very good fbiend GERALD SMITH. 

The sum of it was that the cause of the Arabs is our cause; that 
we must try to understand it; that we must try to fight for it 
and learn about it day and night; that we should understand that

"An Arab League plan, nursed for five years, to organize a major, 
centrally directed, opinion-molding apparatus in the United States, 
becomes a reality with the opening by the League of its propaganda 
center at 445 Park Avenue in New York City. 

"According to the current plan, this will be the main coordinating 
point for nationwide dissemination of pro-Arab, anti-Israel, and 
anti-Semitic propaganda; and here various activities will originate 
to rouse public feeling against Zionist and the 'all-pervading 
Jewish influence' on American opinion. 

"To attain these ends, representatives of the Arab Center will 
seek the aid of the nation's well-known professional anti- 
Semites, such as GERALD L. K. SMITH, . . ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, 

FRANK BRITTON, . . and others. 

J'Dr. OMARftHALI Q. Arab League representative in New York, in a 
comp'reh'ensTve report submitted last August to his superiors in 
the Middle East, outlined the suggestions and offers of assistance 
he has already received from . . . BRITTON and WILLIAMS. On the 
question of how and under what circumstances the Arab Center 
could proceed to work with these people without provoking accusa¬ 
tions of anti-Semitism, HALIQ strongly advised 'steady' contact, 
carried out In secrecy, so as not to hinder or 'deeply impair' 
the work of the new Center. 

'Outlining the cooperation the new Arab office could expect from 
these men, HALIQ said his conclusions were based upon talks he 
himself had with them; . . with SMITH . . . some time later.

"Our library has just dropped on this desk the current issue of 
The Cross and the Flag containing a malicious piece entitled: 

'The New Crucifixion in Palestine.' SMITH prefaces his very 
detailed story with an admission that it is actually based on 
a memorandum which came to him 'from Jerusalem.' Our files, 
however, indicate that SMITH'S admission is somewhat of an 
understatement. This is what we mean: 

‘Some months ago, SMITH met with EZZAT TANNOUS in Washington 
about the possibility of publishing TANNOUS' propaganda material 
in his magazine for a fee. The cost would be on a 'per line' 
basis as though It were advertising matter. TANNOUS agreed; but 
since the cost was high, $10 a line, he has been careful about 
the quantity forwarded to SMITH.

"When we first learned of the GERALD SMITH-EZZAT TANNOUS arrange¬ 
ment, we asked our Library to run through recent Issues of The 
Cross and the Flag and mark off the pro-Arab material. Of 
course we do not know whether the following two items are the 
result of the SMITH-TANNOUS arrangement, but their substance 
fascinates us: 

"In the August 1954 issue we find the following:

"We (GERALD SMITH) were received by the Ambassador from Egypt 
and his staff. They are the ones who represent the new govern¬ 
ment of Egypt in the United Nations. There are Jews in Egypt, 
but the Jews are not running Egypt. It is the intention of the 
internationalist clique, directed by Jewish and British 
politicians, to starve Egypt out by denying her the proper world 
trade facilities. The trick is to force her to trade with Russia, 
if possible, so that propaganda can be put out in the U.S. that 
Egypt is pro-Russian. Then the American people will be taught 
by the Jews to hate Egypt thus exploiting the American antip¬ 
athy for Communism. . . . Egypt refuses to recognize the Jew- 
Palestine Government on the grounds that it is an Invasion. 

The Ambassador, whose name is ABDEL HAMEID GHALEB, Is a Moslem. . . 

"In his June 1953 Issue, SMITH'S 'Letter No. 6,' addressed 
'Dearest Mother, 1 reads in part as follows: 

"One of the most outspoken delegations concerning the world 
situation Is the delegation representing Lebanon, which is 
one of the Arab states. V/e interviewed this delegation and 
confirmed many important and sensational facts which we already 
knew. Jew-Zlonists captured Palestine with the help of England 
and the United States, driving a million Arabs out of their homes 
and their places of business to suffer and die In the desert. 

Many of these people were refined and cultured people living In 
lovely homes. The Jews not only came In and stole their homes 
and their farms, but they froze the bank accounts, looted their 
safety deposit boxes, stole their cattle, swine and orange groves. 
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using the prestige and power of the United States and Western 
governments to support their lootings. . . . 

"If SMITH'S allegations seem vaguely familiar to you, there is 
good reason for it. You have read these statements many timeB 
before in Arab propaganda, the difference being that for the 
most part Arab literature uses less blunt language than SMITH. 

But I suppose SMITH feels impelled to rewrite all his source 
material; he has earned the right to consider his style 
imimitable, after all the years he has spent on it." (Pp. 351-353).

"An examination of recent issues of SMITH'S The Cross and the

The fact of such 
cooperation is absolutely documented by such letters as the one 
Dr. TANNOUS wrote from New York to a colleague three days ago. 
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Indicating with apparent regret that he will have to register in 
the United States as a foreign agent, TANNOUS goes on to des¬ 
cribe 'the pro-Arab Americans' with whom he will have to deal 
on the domestic scene: 

"These Americans can be divided into two categories. The first 
consist of decent and honest Americans who do not know enough 
about the Jewish plot in Palestine and who could be well in¬ 
fluenced. They are not aggressive but honest. They will not 
help us in any 'big way,' but their influence on the US public 
opinion is 3teady and important.

Our contacts with them 
have been careful to avoid accusations by strong Jewish organi¬ 
zations, like the Anti-Defamation League (which is called here 
the Gestapo of the Jews). But we remain always on our defensive 
to prevent wrong Interpretations of our actions." (P. 356).

"Unlike legitimate publishers who pay for editorial 
content, the hate press often works in reverse, collecting for 
its propaganda. So it is with Prank L. Britton (see: 'Pacts', 

Mar. 1953), the 33 year-old publisher of a slick, four-page, 
anti-Semitic fortnightly called The American Nationalist. 

"In his Nov. 23, 1953 issue Britton, who operates out 
of Inglewood, Calif., featured a slanted, inflammatory piece on 
the Klbya incident to show how 'the parasitic state of Israel 
added another chapter to Its already blood-spattered record . . . ' 
Last January he got his reward - a $500 check from the Arab 
League. Made payable to The American Nationalist, it was signed 
by Rachad \Mourad,. former Egyptian consul general in New York who 
has~'aince moved up to a new Job as propaganda chief in 
Washington, with diplomatic rank of counsellor. 
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"The payoff was for services rendered: the article had 
been written by Omar Haliq of the Arab League, then shipped to 
Britton for publication.

"The American Nationalist", volume 3, number 39* dated 
November, 1955* contains an article on page 2, entitled, 

"Editor's Report", which states in part: 

'J.Our attention was recently drawn to a smear article 
which appeared in Georgia's left-wing 'Macon Telegraph', and 
which was reprinted in the Southern Israelite and other Jewish 
newspapers. The article, which purported to be an 'expose' of 
the American Nationalist, complained that 'the Southern states 
presently are being blanketed' by our mailings, 'It is 
important', warned the 'Macon Telegraph', 'that Southerners receiving 
copies of this publication know its origin and its reputation'. 

"There followed a twisted and distorted 'history' 
of the American Nationalist which was saved from being ludicrous 
only by the vicious Intent behind it.

"'Early in December 1952', stated the 'Telegraph' 
article, 'the first issue of the American Nationalist was 
published. In January 1954 Britton received a $500 reward 
from the Arab League for his reports on the Klbya incident 
which were printed in his paper.

III. ROBERT H. WILLIAMS 

The book, "Gross-Currents", mentioned above, contains 
the following passages concerning ROBERT H. WILLIAMS:

"Several days ago Omar |Haliq responded favorably to a 
proposition he re6efvecq‘'fJffiPStigh the malls from Robert Williams. 

In September, Williams contacted the Arab League with an offer 
to prepare a 12-page pamphlet on various phases of the Israeli-Arab 
controversy, including a report on the alleged pro-Israel 
activities of the Anti-Defamation League and the American Jewish 
Committee. Williams offered to do the complete job, furnishing 
suitable names from his mailing list to aid distribution, for 
the ‘bargain price' of $2000. 

"Haliq asked Williams for an outline of the proposed brochure 
for submission to Cairo. Haliq hoped that the suggested project 
would be approved and he offered to assist Williams in its 
preparation in any way he could. 

"But Haliq does not make the decisions; his approval alone is 
meaningless. 

"October 11, 1953 

"Library to Research 

"This is to remind you that the tentative Hallq-Willlams deal 
is not the first time Williams has tried to do business with the 
Arabs. In the spring of last year, before the political 
conventions, Williams got in touch with AbedLBo.uhafa. c orrespondent 
for the Influential Cairo daily, 'Al MiSri'and pointed out the 
danger to the Arab cause in a 'Zionist-supported' candidate 
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receiving the nomination, Williams had, he said, a scheme to 
spike such a move which deserved the support of Arab newspapers 
and suggested getting together with Bouhafa to talk the matter 
over* 

"Williams 1 strenuous efforts to sell his services to Arab 
representatives in the United States is a long-time thing. Read 
the following letter to Bouhafa from Williams after the latter 
sold the Syrian Minister a bill of goods:

"The Hon. FalzlEl^-Kho url ^Minister for Syria, writes that he 
has~talireai'^w'i'tn you ^afxmu my unfinished manuscript ’A Gentile 
Looks at the Jewish Problem 1 and that your paper might possibly 
be Interested in publishing the book in Arabic, when it is 
finished. 


"I think I would be greatly interested in such a proposition. 

"The book really is finished, but requires much revising and 
reducing* It now stands at something over 500 pages of double¬ 
spaced typed manuscript and should be reduced to not more than 
300 pages, I should think. Furthermore, on the chapter dealing 
with the destruction of Rome and the two chapters dealing with 
the destruction of Russia, I must do some more research. 


"I doubt that the book can be ready before fall 
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"Meanwhile, it occurs to me that your paper might want to publish 
in Arabic one or both of the two booklets which I am sending you 
separately: 'The Anti-Defamation League and Its Use in the World 

Communist Offensive' and 'FEPC and the Minority Machine'. 

"If your paper wants to publish them, in book or booklet form, 

I would be agreeable to the customary royalty arrangement. If, 
in addition to the booklets, or without publishing them aB 
booklets, your paper should want to print them serially in its 
columns, then I would welcome a reasonable offer of remuneration. 

"May I hear from you at your convenience?

The "New York Daily News" of January 20, 

1959, in the above referred to articles by DAVID BURK 
states In part: 

"The hatemongers I sought out have been 
less discreet. The connection with an established 
regime is too good for their egos to be hidden. Men 
like James H. Madole, the Basilisk-eyed, stiff 
Jointed leader of Manhattan's National Renaissance 
Party, boasted of 'meeting regularly with the Arabs'" 

In the "New York Dally News" of January 21, 

1959, in the above referred to articles by DAVID BURK 
states in part: 

"Manhattan's JameS H. Madole, one of the 
several petty fuehrers who strut around the U.S. 
produced an ingenious sidestep. At a meeting held 
in the Nola Studios above Steinway Hall, 113 W. 

57th St., he charged (and repeated in a leaflet priced 
at a modest 25>* a copy) that Atlanta's Jews had 
blown up their own synagogue. 

"Titled 'The Untold Facts Behind the 
Synagogue Bombing' Madole said it 'had set off a chain 

reaction from President Eisenhower-to fIV e unemployed 

nationalists who were being legally crucified. to appease 
the Jewish vote. An unprecented wave of publicity 
has swept the entire United States calling for the 
suppression of all hate literature.'

"By 'hate literature' Madole explained, he 
means 'any publication which has the temerity to 
criticize the un-American activities of the Jew and 
Ills multimillion-dollar propaganda agencies' . 

"Let us, Madole continued, 'analyze the 
facts. Which group has gained more from the veritable 
epidemic of bombings and dynamitings culminating in the 
Atlanta explosiion? 1 
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"The dynamltings in Clinton, Nashville, Jacksonville, 
Miami and other Southern cities, Madole 3aid, have been used 
by the Jewish press 'to rally Catholics and Protestant 
clergy behind the fundamentally Jewish - sponsored drive 
for complete racial integration'. 

"Moreover he added, 'reports of bomb threats and the 
wave of violence, bombings and bate literature 1 around 
the country brought pledges of increased contributions to 
support the American-Jewish Committee and the 'B'nai B'rith'. 

"Quite obviously said Madole who stares as he 
talks, with wide eyes that never flicker and seem to be 
focused on outer space,' the Jews were the only group to 
gain, both financially and economically, from the dynamltings. 
No sane American nationalist could expect anything but the 
interventions of federal authorities, a tidal wave of 
investigations, and unfavorable publicity in the national 
press'.

Is one 
developed by Goe.Lels In the 30s. Communism, goes the slogan 
backed up by a grab bag of fractured history, sociology and 
other sciences, is Jewish »). 
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’ . . "Parcharge In his book as 'one 

of the most malicious myths that has developed in the United 
States', Hoover is fingered by Madole as 'American's foremost 
master of deceit' who must be 'planning to retire soon and 
wants to assure either a good job in the business world or a 
nice fat ADL (Anti-Defamation League) check'. 

"Madole, who periodically drops into burlesque- 
stage Jewish accents to wring .a chuoIsle from his small audiences 
(of the 50 present Nov: 14, Madole claimed 'many are Jews, 
secret agents and reporters') then swung into his Arab routine % 

"We must get together with the Arabs', he asserted. 

'We have a common cause. We are anti-Jew* Nasser has sworn 
to get rid of all Egypt's Jews but his policy hasn't succeeded 
yet. There are still 25,000 of them there'. 

"But it '3 only a matter of time. I see some of 
these Arabs regularly and you can take that as a fact. 

"If anyone wanted fuller information on that subject, 
he said, there were some leaflets on the table at the back 
of the hall. There were lndded. Leaflets titled, 'Murder, 

Rape and Devastation' (by Israel in Gaza), 'The story of 
Zionist Espionage in Egypt', 'GAMAL ABBUL NASSER','GAZA under 
the Zionist Heel', and others.

"Selim (HUSSEIN KAMEL SELIM) expressed amazement 
when specific instances of Nasser's men consorting 
with racists were mentioned. Such as the time when 
ABDEL MAV/GOUD HASS AN? press offices of the Egyptian U.N. 
delegation, addressed one of New York fuehrer James 
Madole's muok-raicing meetings. 
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"perhaps said Selim hopefully, 'Hassan didn't 
know who Madole was.' 

"He conceded that the office has a copy of 
the Attorney General's list of subversive^fascist groups, 
which includes both Madole and his National Renaissance 
Party. He also conceded that it behooves a diplomat 
to make inquiries before accepting invitations to 
address meetings. 

"Hassan himself, when nailed on the subject 
during a recent television interview, at first denied 
that he had been present. When however, he was shown 
a photograph of himself sitting beside Madole on the 
rostrum, he went through the rest of the program like 
a man with violent stomach cramps."

JAMES'H. MADOLE continues to reside at 10 West 90th Street, 
New York City, with his mother, GRACE MADOLE, and 
continues to operate the National Renaissance Party 
(NRP) from this address, but Is otherwise unemployed. 

On April 21, 1958, a confidential source stated 
that the NRP is an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, neo- 
Fascist organization with activities generally confined 
to the New York City area. It was founded in 1949 
by JAMES H. MADOLE, who is in complete control of the 
Party. The Party's main function is the distribution 
of the "National Renaissance Bulletin" on a monthly 
basis and distribution of pro-Arab literature obtained 
from official Arab establishments in New York City. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the 
United States House of Representatives, in a preliminary 
report dated December 17, 1954, stated the "National 
Renaissance Party activities and propaganda are clearly 
subversive and un-American."

'without religion, though I was born a Jew, practice

"Freedman's record came out In a New York 
court in 1948. He was a witness for the plaintiff when 
attorney HALLAM M. RICHARDSON, leading light of Freedman's 
League for peace with Justice in Palestine, sued an anti-

known in the halls of pro-fascist propaganda. 1 

"Under skilled cross-examination Freedman 
spent several days on the witness stand. The sum of his 
testimony proved of greater value to the defense than 
to Richardson. 

"Copies of cables exchanged between Freedman 
and HAJ AMIN EL-HUSSEINI, former Mufti of Jerusalem who 
broadcast to the Arabs for Hitler during World War II, 
were produced in court. Freedman also admitted frequently 
visiting Arab friends In Washington and having spent 
$100,000 of his own money to advertise his cause.

"I was convinced of Mr. Baghdady's 
sincerity and his desire to get truth to 
his people concerning the goodwill of the rank and 
file of Americans. Naturally, we Americans do not 
want to do anything that would create even tne mildest 
impression that we have any tolerance whatsoever for the 
savages of Moscow, but on the other hand we must insist 
that our State Department and others who act for us 
officially shall not do that which will force other 
peoples into the arms of the Moscow leaders.”

"We must understand that the internal enemy is 
not confined to the Communist Party._as^ such. We must understand 
that the aggregate of Zionist organisations whieh promotes 
a world revolution paralleling Communism or complementing 
it as an ally 1 2 3 and protector Is far more powerful than the 
Communist Party, having the confidence of many of our highest 
officials by holding a terrorist weapon over them." 

This pamphlet also includes the following: 

"Why are so many Jews Conmunists in tolerant America?" 

"Why are all the Communist spy rings and the Important 
Communist leaders and their attorneys Jewish?" 

The May 4, 1955, edition of the "New York World Telegram 
and Sun," on page 1, carried an article entitled, "New Bigots 
Spread Same Old Poison." This article is by-lined by JACK 
STEELE, a Scripps-Howard staff writer. STEELE lists the 
following individuals as writers of this material: 

(1) CONDE MC GINLEY 

(2) ROBERT H. WILLIAMS 

(3) PRANK L, BRITTON 
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Regarding ROBERT H". WILLIAMS, STEELE comments, 

"This California pamphleteer and hate-sheet editor parades 
his bigotry under the guise of intelligence. He advertises 
that his former service as an Air Force count er-rintelligence 
officer makes his publication vital for governors, mayors, 
police and citizens interested in preventing sabotage and 
revolution. 

"But the Un-American Activities Committee reported 
that his intelligence duty consisted of less than a year as 
administrative officer for a bomber wing - a post where it Is said 
he could have received no information about 'the Communist 
conspiracy, 1 

"The Air Force cancelled his reserve status commission 
in 1950 for the 'best interests of the service.' His 
Williams Intelligence Summary is openly anti-Semitic. It is 
billed as 'a monthly report on political and military developments 
especially revealing the Jewish Influence in these 
developments.’ 

"His pamphlet 'Know Your Enemy' opens with the 
declaration: 'This publication attacks no man because of his 
race, but it spares no subverter because of his race. 1 

"In it Williams suggests that all Jews should be 
Interned In New York and strategic areas. Then he argues 
these areas would not be bombed"by the Soviets. 

"Some of his fantasies are even more outrageous. 

He has charged that 'Jewish General'Curtis Le May arranged 
to drop the first two atomic bombs on the only two sizeable 
Christian centers'In Japan. 

"Williams reported in a recent fund-begging letter 
that he was running In the red and might have to quit. 
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"'Have I failed In giving you the earthshaking truth?, 

he asked,' 

"I can't believe it for I find not a line in recent 
newspapers and magazines about the greatest news story of 
all time : the swift destruction of the Anglo-Nordic West, 
the Christian civilization, through the trickery and financial 
power of a handful of Jewish manipulators who have all but 
made themselves masters of the world." 

Regarding JOHN O'. BEATY>.« STEELE stated that 
BEATY is a professor- of English at Southern Methodist University 
at Dallas, Texas, and a •wartime Colonel in the Army Intelligence 
who helped to prepare daily G-2 reports for the White House. 

STEELE stated that BEATY, wrote "The Iren Curtain Over America." 
According to STEELE, Methodist Minister Reverend RALPH L. 

ROY described this book as "the most extensive piece of 
anti-Semitic literature in the history of America's racist 
movement." "GERALD L. K. SMITH called it 'the most sensational 
book of this generation,’ and paid BEATY, and his publishers 
$3^767,00 in 1952 for copies SMITH presumably 

resold. BEATTY denies that he is anti-Semitic. BEATY' continues 
that In 'Iron Curtain 1 he explains why Its theme is that most 
European and American Jews are not Jews but 'Khrzars. 1 His 
theory - endorsed by some other haters - is that these Jews 
are descended from a Mongol tribe known as •Khazars* who adopted 
Judaism. BEATY blames the ’Khazars* for the New Deal, World War II 
and Communist subversion. In the footnotes of this book he 
quotes such authorities as MC GINLEY's 'Common Sense.' Re 
states the charges that he Is anti-Semitic are absurd and 
maintains that the ’Khazar Jew’Is himself not a Semite. BEATY'S 
attacks on Jews, whether 'Khazars' or Semites, are not confined 
to this book. Hate sheets carried letters from him last fall 
declaring that Christmas had become »a buying orgy in which 
money passes from Christian into non-Christan hands. ’" 

Concerning JACK B. TENNEY, STEELE states that '^TENNEY 
Is the former chairman of the California Committee on Un-American 

:r;. 
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"Activities and Is a recent convert to the hate brigade. He 
lost his seat in the State Senate last year after a campaign 
in which he attacked Jews." 

"TENNEY once called GERALD L. K. SMITH a ‘racial 
agitator ' but in 1952 was the Vice Presidential nominee of 
SMITH’S Christian Nationalist Party. SMITH contributed to 
his campaign and TENNEY now works for SMITH'S ‘The Cross and 
the Flag. ' TENNEY also denies that he Is anti-Semitic but 
has written three pamphlets attacking Jews: ' Zion's Fifth 
Column,' 'Zionist Network, ' and 'Zion's Trojan Horse.'" 

11 In a 1952 pamphlet defending the work of his committee, 
he gave these views on anti-Semitism: 'There Is anti-Semitism 
and it is un-American, but It Is not a badge of disloyalty 
to the US’. It Is unreasonable and irrational and It is 
un-Christian and amoral but it isn't a crime. It is as much 
a part of American freedom as Is 'anti-GentHtsm' or a dislike 
of spinach. '" 

Regarding EUSTACE MULLINS, STEELE stated that"he 
Is a free lanoer of hate, a Virginian in his early thirties and 
his bigoted articles have appealed since 1951 in ^Common 
Sense 1 and other hate sheets, " 

" In 1952, an article entitled, 'Adolf Hitler; An 
Appreciation, « appeared under his by-line in the bulletin of 
the National Renaissance Party, since branded by the Un-American 
Activities Committee as neo-Fascist." 

" He was active in the Aryan League of America and 
is credited with the authorship of the 'Rabbi Rabinovich 
canard*- a modem version of the forged anti-Semitic 'Protocols 
of the Learned Elders of Zion.' MULLINS worked briefly for 
the Library of Congress as a photographic assistant. He 
was let out in 1952 after Library officials learned of his 
bias. " 

The "Williams Intelligence Summary" of November,

The July 15, 1958, issue of "Common Sense," on the 
last page states that "Common Sense" is published by the 
Christian Educational Association,. . Union, New Jersey. 

This same issue, on the same page, reflects that CONDE MC GINLEY 
is the editor of "Common Sense, which is published twice 
monthly at 530 Chestnut Street, Union, New Jersey. 

Concerning CONDE MC GINLEY. T 1 on January 30, 

1959, stated from his own knowledge he could not furnish any 
specific Instance which would prove that CONDE MC GINLEY 
or his associates advocate, condone or incite violence for 
the purpose of denying others their constitutional rights'-. 

He stated, however, he believes MC GINLEY is a dedicated 
fanatic, and although he will not openly write advocating 
violence, that such can be inferred from various writings 
in his newspaper, "Common Sense" and from his cooperation in the 
past with various anti-Semitic and anti-integration groups. 

He stated that in his opinion, it could be concluded from 
MC GINLEY's writingsand actions that he desires elimination 
of all minority groups and probably feels that this must be 
accomplished by violence* 

This source was unable to furnish any specific 
facts to substantiate his opinion that MC GINLEY would advocate 
violence, and based his opinion mainly on various articles which 
have appeared throughout the years in MC GINLEY 1 s literature. 

The publication, "Common Sense," was characterized in 
a report issued on December 17, 1954, by the Committee on Un- 
Amerioan Activities of the United States House of Representatives, 
as a "hate group" vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic 
hate propaganda ever to come to the attention of the Committee^" 
According to the report, "Common Sense," depicts Communism as 
"Judaism" and devotes its pages almost exclusively to attacks on 
the Jewish, and to a lesser extent, the Negro minorities in our 
Nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi regime in Germany is 
also Injected Into this propaganda. 
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The January 15, 1959 edition of the newspaper

exclusively with financial help extended to the Israeli 
Government.

The February 1, 1959# edition of the newspaper 
"Common Sense" carries the following article on pages three 
and four: 

"COMMON SENSE ANSWERS SMEARS 

"'The New York Daily News', regarded as the most 
pro-American paper in New York City, allowed David Burk to run 
five articles smearing pro-Americans. Among those American 
patriots the article attempted to smear was Benjamin H. Freedman. 
These articles misquoted Mr. Freedman in. such a way that Mr. 
Freedman has sued the Daily News for $200,000, Several years 
ago the Jews picketed the News for several months and withdrew 
most of their advertising. Now the Jewish advertising varies 
from ten pages on week days to JO on Sunday.

"We also enclose our Issue No. 221 headed 'Right 
Wing Answer to Left Wing Report'., in which we show thi3 fake 
report, which was prepared in the office of the American Jewish 
Committee in Now York, was leaked to the press by R. L. Kunzig, 
a Zionist who was employed by the committee and discharged 
immediately after this report was leaked to the press.

"Secrets of a new Israeli conspiracy against 
the U.A.R., a long range conspiracy planned and completed 
by 'The Secret Organization for Zionism in the U.S.A.' 

"This dangerous conspiracy begins at a 
specific point, continues in a specific direction 
and ends at a specific goal. This goal is preventing 
any friendship - which is a possibility - to take place 
between the U.A.R, and the U.S.A. 

"Zionism vie vs with danger - extreme danger - 
the idea of the American people understanding the truth 
of Arab National!sm 1 s liberated policy. Zionism aims 
at perpetuating the veil of deceit and wrongful policy 
on the eyes of America's policy makers and acts to see 
it proceed in a course designed for it, 
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Zionism is trying to misrepresent the 
forthright policy of President Gamal Abdel Nasser on 
the critical principles; for Zionism knows perfectly 
well that all destructive principles begin and end 
with it. 

'TCrtia was the path of the conspiracy and its goal. 

"Details of the dangerous undertaking began in 
a diversified aavraign. A campaign waged by all Zionist 
dominated Americanex/spapers and magazines talking 
voluminously of a fancied conspiracy. A campaign carried 
on radio and T. V. stations (numbering at least 600) 
programed President Nasser, strong man of the Near East, 
carrying the Israeli battle from around the armistice 
lines to the heart of America Itself. 

"Zionist organizations campaigned across 
America warning of a fearful threat from Arab press 
officers, sent by President Nasser to destroy Zionism from 
its source, 

"Secret Organizations: 

"That's hoi; it all began, and that was the 
strange course it followed. Conferences costing millions 
of dollars were held to find strong evidence for such 
propaganda and give a complete picture to the American 
public. 

"They thought it necessary to find contrasts - 
even though far-fetched- to raise the black flag and 
light-up the red light on the extent of danger confronting 
Zionist Israel. 
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"Zioniam searched the six arms of the 
Octopus at length, until it stumbled on what it 
considered evidence that could be taken as a contrast. 

"Th'j campaign committee came out declaring 
once again that 'secret organisations' working for 
Car.ial Abdel Nasser, that consider him as its leader 
and source of inspiration, are active in the heart of 
America. 


"Cause of action. 

"The campaign did not cease at this but 
continued into extreme directions saying, * Nasser started 
this plan four years ago, and planned it to infuriate 
American public opinion against the Jews; that the 
extent of his plan increases daily through the 
increased activity of these organisations'. 

"The Zionist campaign continued by saying, 

'For . . . who else is concerned in destroying Zionism 
and its progress in America? and who is the one concerned 
most with liquidating Israel in the Mid-East? and who 
is the greatest enemy to Arab Nationalism in the region? 
and who is the protector of Arab Nationalism from this 
enemy?' The name of Carnal Abdel Nasser recurring in all 
this fancied conspiracy against Zionism carried 
a specific meaning, 

"Zionist propaganda associated ‘Arab 
Nationalism' with fear, distress and warning to frighten 
the American people of this so called 'monster 1 . This 
was done to induce the simple of the publio across 
America to answer the poisonous call for yearly con¬ 
tributions to Israel; and to accumulate dollars from 
American Jewry and put It in the 'secret organization's* 
safe to enable it to execute the conspiracy. 
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"100,000 Immigrants. 

"Zionist conspirators want 50 million dollars 
contributions for the year 1959 from the U. S. public . • 
this against 20 million Israeli pounc^from Israeli's— 
public. Also special funds will be raised for trans¬ 
ferring the 100,000 immigrants from Eastern Europe to 
new colonies ready for them In the Negev desert, and on 
the plains of Galilee. 

"This is the color of the new conspiracy 
that beckoned clearly over the last few weeks. And 
this is the phony technique executed by 'the World Zionist 
forces' to confront the mounting force of Arab Nationalism 

"This, however, does not mean that conspiracies 
lies and deceit are new to Zionism In America; the 
new thing actually is the strong opposing current which 
Zionism faces these days on the same battleground which 
It considered an open territory for itself and its 
intentions. 


"A New Element. 

"This opposing current to Zionism, emerges in 
the form of American Organizations fighting Zionism; they 
move to unravel Zionist methods aimed at dominating 
America's government structure, its eoonomic and military 
organizations. These organizations proceed to give facts, 
names and figures to the Amerioan public; truths to the 
lies which the American public was surrounded with. 

"The forces of Zionism thought at the 
beginning that this news current Is nothing but a mere 
summer <L*ud' which will quickly disappear, but the 
surprise was much more than they expected; for it was 
evident that this cloud was made out of thick layers that 
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"accumulated over the years and then thunder and 
lightning-, came and it rained flooding and carrying in 
its path all the fences erected toy Zionism between 
the American people and truths. Thus the truth was 
unveiled and exposing the dangerous face of Zionism 
after it brazenly ruled, 

"Behind The Campaign Which Accuses 
Gamal Abdel Nasser Of Dynamiting Jewish 
Temples. 

"306 Zionist Organizations 

"©ver 306 Zionist organs woricing in America 
for Israel moved to crush the hand which caused the 
•phony veil' to drop. The 'secret High Committee*, 
representative body of all these organizations, met to 
discuss the sutojeot and came cut with the following 
results that everything said by the organizations 
opposing Zionism were truths and facts. 

"That all these organizations have their 
position of respect in the minds of the American people 
and are not to be maligned, 

"That the purpose of these campaigns Is 
awakening the public and responsible men In the White 
House to the seriousness of the situation and nothing 
more. 

"Planned Impetus. 

"In concluding It appeared to the Zionists that 
this impetus is purposeful, moved by a foreign hand, 
towards a specific purpose. Since these anti-Zionist 
organizations were antl-Oommunist they had to affiliate this 
hand with a ncn-Communist elementj for Zionism believed 
these organizations were trying t# fight their destructive 
activity and change America's policy. 
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"An idea for a new conspiracy against the 
U.A.R. loomed in an inquisitive manner: 'why can't we 
say- that Nasser is director of this campaign against 
Zionism? and why can't we say that he is in contact 
with all these organizations attacking Israel?’ 

"Ihe lines of the campaign were drawn and 
completed In this fashion* The forces of Zionism 
proceeded to action; Its action was channeled towards 
two goals: 

"1. Campaigning for a huge budget to be 
obtained through contrioutions, especially now that 
strong opposition became apparent inside the Zionist 
groups for the levied tazes collected yearly for Israel. 

. "2. Meeting the disturbance created for 
Zionism in .America among itself over the last two years 
and giving all Zionists a picture endangering the very 
existence of the organization. 

"Disagreements: 

"Zionism suffered divergent opinions soon 
after the creation of Israel; particularly on such 
Important problems, as the position of Je\v Y s in the 
various countries towards the Zionist movement. Should 
Zionism be the primary or only representative body for 
one Israeli State; should it be the only agent for 
Israel overseas; should it campaign to spread Zionist 
doctrines; Is a Zionist's ultimate goal migrating to 
Israel; and what position should be taken towards all 
other Zionist organizations outside Israel? 
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"Israel views the Jews of the world completely 
different than the Jews of the w«rld view Israel. 

Israel considers world Jewry responsible for financing 
It and aiding it in international relations. Israel 
considers the World Zionist Organization has completed 
its primary task by the establishment of the Israeli 
State; and that it Is Israelis responsibility alone, 
to direct Jews all over the world; for Israel considers 
herself the official representative of all Jews. 


"Ben-Gurlon's Plans, 

"This matter of representation raised a 
serious disagreement between the rulers of Israel 
and the Zionist leaders. 

"Mr. Ben Gurion found it necessary to have 
a strong Zionist movement In the V.S.A., but its strength 
should be confined to its own affairs, and not have 
special rights or privileges in the Israeli Government. 

"Mr. Ben Gurion saw Zionism's primary duty as 
strengthening loyalty among all Jews towards Judaism; 
the spreading of the Hebrew Language amongst them, and 
the strengthening of their emotional ties with Israel. 

But as Jews living outside Israel they have nothing to 
say on matters undertaken by the Israeli Government. 


"Development of Crisis. 

"Zionist leaders in America headed by 
Nahum Goldman held completely different views; even 
though both agreed on the necessity of having a strong 
Zionist authority in America. 

"Differences intensified In the years following - 
1950; and Jewish elements in the United States found It nec¬ 
essary to reconsider Its position with regards to 
Israel. Some voices said, that Jews do not have any specific 
obligations towards the new state and therefore they are 
not required to contribute to it. 
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"This policy was warmly endorsed by most Jews In 
America, particularly capitalist Investors pressured by Israel 
to invest In the Negev and Galilee districts, 

"These differences crystallzed during the last year, 
and became a huge problem threatening the internal structure 
of the Zionist organization in America; thus necessitating 
quick action to face the problems, at any cost, before it 
explodes. 

"Secret Of The Surprise. 

"As a result of the campaign against its activity In 
the U.S.A., Zionism shivered, and relieved of duty its higher 
leadership led by Sherman Adams, Bernard Baruch, Sidney 
Weinberg, and Max Rabbi Zionism decided to destroy this 
campaign at any cost, and in any fashion so that its secrets 
will not be exposed to American public opinion. 

"Detailed secrets revealing Zionist objectives 
and methods in America, even though remote from America's 
foreign policy, meant one serious thing and that is 'domination 

"Zionist Influence. 

"It was explained, without equivocation, that Zionism 
influences everything in America and directs it to suit its 
purposes. 

"1. The White House is under its influence in an in¬ 
direct way. 

"2. The Central bank is under Zionists complete 

influence. 

"3. The Press, radio and television are under its in 

fluence, 

"4. Education, Health and Medicines are under its 

influence. 

"5. The United Nations itself and its offices and 
actions in an indirect way are under Its influence. 
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"Propaganda Method. 

"Mo£ serious of all Is having the press subjected 
to Zionist influences. Zionists' activity in America is 
confined to utilizing the means of press and propaganda to the 
utmost advantage, 

"The leadership of the secret Zionist organization 
saw the mind as the primary mover of any internal or foreign 
policy. Therefore it sought thought control to gain direction 
of action. 


"The number of Zionist newspapers and magazines 
published in the U.S.A. is 213 and this numbeij naturally, 
does not include magazines issued quarterly, periodical 
propaganda publications and radio and T.V, speeches. Zionist 
activity is centered in New York, where 123 publications are 
published. 


"These facts clarify the extent of the Zionist's 
influence and its propaganda in the largest city in America. 

They reveal the tremendous possibilities it controls in the 
field of world politics, and its ability to direct public 
opinion in the U.S.A. 

"Heading the list of directing Zionist policy in 
America is Mr. John Gates who is the responsible official inside 
the Secret Zionist Organization in this regard (propaganda). 
Another is Mr. Murray Snyder who controls public relations 
channels in the American Government, which inoludes press, 
radio and television. 

"America today has thirty million T.V. sets, all rcceivlnf 
programs coming to it from television stations controlled by 
wealthy Zionists in America. 

" A point in particular is evident here when a national 
broadcasting station named 'Mottwall' (could be M.O.T'.O.L) was 
refused a license by the Government because Mr. Murray Snyder 
realized that this station wag not under the influence of Zionist 
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"bankers and therefore it would be an Independent element in 
directing public opinion. Mr. Snyder acted, bribes were 
paid, obstacles were placed until the project was dropped. 


"Policy Making Body 

"Thih is one of a thousand incidents that happen daily, 
and this is one of a million incidents going on at the White 
House, the Pentagon, the Congress and all branches of the 
Government, 

"Behind the scenes influencing public opinion through 
radio and television are: 

"1, David Sarnoff; Director of Zionist propaganda. 

"2. William Paley aided by Herbert Lehman and 
Jacob Schiff. 

"3. ktfhn Loeb, Bernard Baruch, Julius Stein and 
Louis YJeizerman. 

% 

"Jewish newspapers in America are dominated by two 
authorities: 

"1. The Jewish movement. 

"2. The Orthodox Jews. 

"Some newspapers represent all Zionist religious 
organizations; example is the 'American Zionist' newspaper which 
was called 'The New Palestine' and had its name changed after 
the creation of the state of Israel. The 'New Palestine' consider 
Itself spokesman for the Z.O.A. (Zionist Organization of 
America)i 


"Anothernewspaper is 'Hadassah' which is associated 
with the Hadassah organization. 
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"Another Is the newspaper 'Mizrahi' which is 
associated with the Mizrahi organization and is evangelistic. 

"In addition to the above-mentioned papers are most 
of the major American newspapers controlled by Zionism 
through the bankers. 

"Plans and Direction 

"Zionist forces in the U.S.A. have 306 organizations 
with thousands of branches all over the country. Most; of these 
organizations are in New York active in defense, political, 
social, educational, aid religious affairs in conjunction with 
serving Israel anu Zionist activity. All of the above-mentioned 
institutions are under their influence. 

"Major Institutions. 

"Heading the religious institutions is the IZionlst 
Organization of Americ a^ Its organization undertakes the major 
tasks of the Zionist movement, political and social. 

"The Z.O.A". adopted this name when it replaced the 
American Zionists Union in 1917 and extended its membership 
to individuals rather than organizations, 

"The mysterious policy of this organization is based 
on the principle of dividing the U.S.A. irxo regional sections, 
called districts, and Into smaller branch units called headquarters. 
These in turn perform the requested action in all the large 
American cities. 

"400,000 Members. 

"The Z.O.A. has a pyramid-like structure, with head¬ 
quarters in New York and branches out to the smallest unit. The 
organization's president serves a two year term for not more than 
two terms. 
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"The Zionist Organization's administrative structure 
is divided into two bodies: 

“1, A National Administrative Council, authorized 
to act during conference periods. 

"2. An executive committee to perform daily tasks 
and urgent undertakings. Specialized employees in both organs 

work under civil service. 

• • 

"The Zionist Organization in America, is considered 
the largest organization, inside the World Zionist Organization 
with 400,000 members. 

"The Z.O.A. according to reports written on it 
proved to have strong influence in the Zionist movement and in 
its direction; 

"Dangerous Course. x 

, "The Z.O.A, plans direction of thought across America, 
Its lecturerb office prepares thousands of speakers yearly to 
give lectures Inside and outside America. Conferences all 
over the world are held under its direction, 

"Financial sources of the Zionist Organization of 
America, from membership alone, reach ten thousand dollars 
annually; also direct contributions are paid to the central 
body through the branch offices. 

"The Woman's Role. 

"Tha.|lkLd, sj5safrLDrgftn , is a Zionist vmen^b group, aiming 
at domination of America's women, 

"Hadassah began 46 years ago, under the leadership 
of Hezita Zold and twelve other Jewish women. 

"Hadassah started out under the name of 'Daughters of 
Zion', Its sphere of influence and responsibilities Increased 
over the years, so that today it has 1200 groups spread all 
over the U.S.A., Alaska and Puerto Rico, with .total membership 
of 300,000 women, 
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"Primary Task: Israel. 

"Primary task of Hadassah is spreading propaganda 
in America on Israel, through social endeavors; and explaining 
through persuasion the meaning of Zionism to Jewish women. 

"Hadassah's influence extends to Israel where it 
operates all general health programs and sheltering of European 
Jewish refugees. 

"Hadassah is considered one of the largest sources 
of contribution. Beth old and new Hadassah's contributions in 
ore year totaled over 290 thousand dollars. 

"It appears at first glance that these Organizations 
are controlled by Nahum Goldman, who is head of the Zionist 
Organization; the truth however is to the contrary. 

"There is a very secret organ, known only to few 
people throughput the world, which leads, dominates and directs 
not only the Z’.O.A. and not only the World Zionist Organizations 
but also rules the economics, the policies- and thought through¬ 
out the world.

'l^’EARLY 90 dynamite blasts have echoed around the country in the last two 
years, aimed mainly at Jews, Negroes and sincere Chinstian citizens Avho 
ave publicly backed these groups. FBI and internal security agents had long 
Been on the bombers* trail, but when a $100,000 gash was torn in the Jewish 
Temple at Atlanta, Ga., last October, a grim and startling fact leaked out for the

first time. 

Practically every operation 
fitted into a national pattern 
which, authorities believe, 
was etched by a loose-linked 
network of American neo- 
fascist groups peppered 
around the country. 

This hate corps, smashed in 
the '10s when il openly supported 
Hitler while other Americans 
fought him on the battlefields, 
today has emerged ns a fiflli 
column acting in behalf of 
President Gnmnl Abdel Nasser 
of Ihe so-cnlled^United Arab lie- 
public and his dreams of empire. 

FASCISTS DEMAND 
AN AMERICAN HITLER 

Since mid-October, in New 
York and other slates, I have 
been seeking out the men and 
the groups tailored into the net¬ 
work of hate and violence, listen¬ 
ing to their boasts and threats 
and admissions, reading their 
printed ravings, cheeking on 
their connections. 1 have com¬ 
pared my findings with the 
officials whose job it is to tit the 
confused jigsaw puzzle together. 

In the process, aspects of this 
conspiracy that at first seemed 
wildly Inconsistent or bordering

on fantasy gradually fell into 
line and made^sense. 

The fascists, many of whom 
still strut at closed gatherings in 
facsimiles of the Naiti Brown- 
shirt uniform, spew out hyster¬ 
ical propaganda against Amer¬ 
ica’s government and institutions 
and openly urge their replace¬ 
ment with a Hitler (or Khrush¬ 
chev) style corporate state. 

What at first appears to he 
only misplaced or demented ideal¬ 
ism turns out on closer examina¬ 
tion to be surreptitious big bus¬ 
iness. In some cases, the annual 
turnover runs well into six 
figures. 

The men behind this hate 
racket revere Adolf Hitler. One

Ideas of Cairo Aids, Our Racists

GOON after the Atlanta Temple bombing, Ambassador Kamil Abdel Rahim, 
suave, ambitious head of the Arab I nformation Office, was recalled to Cairo 
“for consultations.”

The reports add that his job will probably be taken by 
a high-ranking officer of Nasser’s army.

has sparked rumors that he 
is in hot water because the 
link between Cairo and 
America’s anti-Negro, anti- 
Jew hate front had - leaked 
out and come under active 
investigation by the FBI and 
the Internal Security division 
of the Department of Justice. 

Theao rumors may or may not 
be true. But this much is known: 

Back in the early '50’s, when 
Rahim was posted to Washington 
as Egyptian 'ambassador, he and 
his senior aids were flattered by 
the attentions they received from 
some_ of the racist fanatics. .An. 
identity of viewpoint was 'found 
on' several issues, especially 
regarding the creation of the 
State of Israel and its support by 
Jews in the U. S.

Selim normally heads the Wash¬ 
ington branch of the AIO and 
draws aft annual salary of $14,400 
from the local office appropria¬ 
tion of $25,000. Rahim is paid by 
Egypt through the'Yemeni gov- 
ernment and neither his salary 
hor his allowances need be re¬ 
ported. . 

The smallness of the ’AIO 
budget caused the eyebrows of 
several Washington officials to 
rise when it was brought to their 
notice. 

A senior accountant of the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service, a man of 
long experience with corporation 
accounts,- told me: "That’s as 
small a shoestring as I've seen. 
Even with the total staff of 16 
reported I fail to see how an or¬ 
ganization with five branches can . 
fu nction on $130,000 a year.” - 

As a comparison, the Justice 


Department offered the expendi¬ 
tures reported by. other foreign 
agents. The South'African. Tour¬ 
ist Corporation with a staff of 
only two and one offiqe, spends 
$131,000. The Swiss National 
Tourist Office..in its Now York 
branch alono Spends $206,000 and 
has a staff of'26. The Indian In¬ 
formation Office spends $101,500 
and tiny Portugal reported $140,- 
000 spent in New York with a 
staff of 17. 

A .major power like Britain, on 
the other hand, with offices in 
several cities, spends more than 
$1 million on information, $270.- 
000 through the British Broad¬ 
casting Corp., and another $801,- 
000 bn its-tourist 'bureaus. 

But the propaganda field is one 
in which money moves in mys¬ 
terious ways. It is not even prob¬ 
able that the Arab Information 
Office iB cooking'its books. The 
penalties for any breach of the 
law are severe. 

DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY 
COVERS THE CASH 

But there is nothing to pre¬ 
vent the Egyptian embassy or 
UN delegation, or those of the 
other Arab states involved, from 
footing bills in behalf of the A TO. 
Moving behind their shield of dip¬ 
lomatic immunity their finances 
are not controlled in any way by 
the U. S. authorities. ■ 

JVhatever monies pass to the 
American racist groups would 
certainly be handed over in cash. 
Even here there is no difficulty in 
avoiding official scrutiny. In any 
free money market, like Lebanon 
or Switzetland, both handily on 
the route from Cairo to Ndw 
York, dollars can be bought in any 
quantity without the transaction 
being recorded. 

Since diplomatic bags are sacro¬ 
sanct, there is no way of telling 
how much cash, if any, is brought 
here in this way. 

Except for Gerald L. K. Smith, 
none of the race groups has any 
special obligation under law to 
report either the Bmount of its 
income or its source. Smith is in 
a separate category because his 
Christian National Crusade takes 
an active, if never welcome, part 
in political campaigns and elec¬ 
tions. This obliges him to report 
his expenses and income to the 
Clerk of the House of Represent¬ 
atives under the Corrupt Prac¬ 
tices Act. 

Smith, whose - Cross and the 
Flag carries even more than the 
usual quota of Arab propaganda, 
picks his favorite candidates .in 
every Congressional and Presi¬ 
dential election and announces 
that his "National Political Com¬ 
mittee" will throw the fqll weight 
of its support behifid the chosen 
ones. 

In 1046, for example, Smith 
hurled his movement behind the 
Dixiecrats’ States Rights' ticket, 
headed by Gov. J. Strom Thur¬ 
mond of South Carolina. ... 

Thurmond denounced the offer 


by declaring: "We do not invite 
and do not need the support of 
Gerald L. K. Smith or any other 1 
rabble rousers who use the race 
prejudice and class hatred to in¬ 
flame the emotions of the people." 

Smith switched his support to 
New York’s Tom Dewey and 
Irving M. Ives, COP nominees for ' 
Governor and U. S. Senator: Rob¬ 
ert M. La Toilette, GOP Senato¬ 
rial candidate from Wisconsin, and 
three Wiscorisin Representatives. 
All repudiated him "with vehe¬ 
mence” and Dewey and Ives jointly 
declared him "beneath contempt 
. . . and wholly un-American.” 

In 1049, Smith's announced de¬ 
cision to lijck John Foster Dulles 
for U. S. Senator from New York 
drew this declaration fyom the 
present Secretary of State: ’ 
“Smith is not a citizen of our 
state and he has no business here. 
He can't vote here and I'm glad 
of it. I have utter contempt for 
what he stands for and he knows 
it.” 

Vice President Nixon, hearing 
Smith was rooting for him in the . 
1950 campaign, quickly 1 retorted: > 
"Generally, whnt Smith says 
should never be dignified by a 1 
comment. But this time ... 1 
think it is clearly necessary . . . 
for me to say that there is no 
place in the Republican Party for 
race-baiting merchants of hate 
like Gerald L. K. Smith.” 

One of the penalties of denounc¬ 
ing Smith and his fellow-racists 
in this manner, ns their publica¬ 
tions show, is that the denouncer 
will in turn be denounced—as a 
pawn of the Jews, a hireling of 
the Jews, or very often, however 
fantastically, simply as a Jew. . 

NO LAW AGAINST 
THE CONTRIBUTIONS 

These elaborate and active po¬ 
litical campaigns of Smith’s, how¬ 
ever, cost a good deal of money— 
according to his financial report 
to Congress. 

.His total reported expenditure 
from Jan. 1 to Oct. 30 last year, 
for example, wns $141,859.29 and 
his receipts for the same period, 
$168,621.39. There is no law 
against., any individual getting 
cast) from suckers and tossing it 
around in the name of politics, 

1 but the authorities are currently 
taking an interest in the source 
of some of. S mith's income. 

The law <lemandin g * h r g 
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cinl statement also requires that 
the mimes anil addresses lie given 
of nil persons donating' $100 or 
more 'to his organization. Smith 
lists 151 of these but some curi¬ 
osity has developed at the Justice 
Department since learning that 
' some of these contributors seem 
to exist only on paper. 

Of eight listed by Smith in the 
| New York area I was able to con- 
! firm the existence only of three. 

I Of the others, cither they nil con¬ 
trived to get left off voting lists, 
out of telephone hooks and other 
records or. if persons of the right 
name lived in the area identified 
by Smith, they assert they have 
never heard of cither Smith or 
his setup. 

Smith, on his own printed ad¬ 
missions, is virtually in constant 
contact, with Egyptian officials 
and diplomats.

President Habib Bour- 
gnilia of Tunisin, for example, 
recently quit the Arab League 
and broke o ff relations with 
Egypt, charging Nassci was 
meddling in the affairs of other 
states, had plotted his assassina¬ 
tion, and was “unaware of the 
dangers of Communism." 

FROM THE ATLANTIC 
TO PERSIAN GULF 

Bourguiba riled Nasser espe¬ 
cially with his paiting shot in a 
globally-reported broadcast from 
Tunis. He declared that, con¬ 
trary to Nasser's claims, the 
Arab world was united “only in 
poverty" and that the Bout- 
gniba alternative to Nasser's 
flirtation with Moscow was co¬ 
operation with the West. 

Using a technique significantly 
similar to that employed hy 
America’s racists when under at¬ 
tack, Nasser's personally-super¬ 
vised Cairo Radio charged on 
Oct. 15 that Bourguiba had heen 
bought by the U. S. and made to 
‘‘betray the Arab League.” 

imperialism," Cairo went on, 
"has tried out all its agents and

‘•h - people. All those Who stand

"We shall establish a free and 
united Arab world from the At¬ 
lantic Ocean to the Persian Gulf 
despite all the conspiracies of im¬ 
perialism.

America's official radio monitors 
from picking up such manifesta¬ 
tions of brotherly love as this 
broadcast to pro-Western Jordan 
last Oct. 6 :

Freedman, who once described 
himself in court as "without 
religion, though I was horn a 
Jew, practice Catholicism ami 
belong to the Masons," has a 
10 -ycar record of anti-Semitism. 

"What can we do if such per¬ 
sons approach us and want to 
talk?'' Selim asked me blandly. 
"You know how kindly we Arabs 
arc. Could we tell such a man to 
gn away and leave us alone?" 

I said that, since Selim him¬ 
self felt association with such 
persons damaged the Arab cause 
which he was here to further, 
the only' course seemed to he a 
good firm snub. Selim renewed 
the bland smile that moved his 
lips hut not his eyes. 

Freedman's record came out in 
a New York court in 19J8. He 
was a witness for the plaintiff 
when attorney Hallom M. Rich¬ 
ardson, leading light of Freed¬ 
man's League for Peace with 
Justice in Palestine, sued an anti- 
Naai organisation for libel for 
s. ying lie 'had been "lone knol ;ii 

in the halls of pro-fascist propa¬ 
ganda.” 1 

Under skillful cross-examina¬ 
tion Freedman spent several days 
on the witness stand. The sum of 
his testimony proved of greater 
value Lo the defense than to 
Kiclia rdson. 

Copies of cables exchanged be¬ 
tween Freedman 9 ml Haj Amin 
cl-Husseini, former Mufti of 
Jerusalem wbo broadcast to the 
Arabs for Hitler during World 
War II, were produced in court. | 
Freedman also admitted frequent¬ 
ly visiting Arab friends in Wash¬ 
ington and having spent $ 100 ,- 
OOi) of his own money to adver¬ 
tise his cause. 

This last fact resulted in a 
glowing eulogy by the ex-mufti, 
printed in Cairo and litled: "An 
American Jew Spends His Efforts 
and Riches in Protection of the 
Arabs.” 

The libel claim was thrown out 
of court and the judge described 
Freedman as an "international 
meddler and propagandist." 

HE HAS GOOD OF 
THE U.S. IN MIND 

' When I called on Freedman at 

f his sumptuous 0G0 Park Avo. 
apartment 1 learned that his 
views have not changed in the 
last 10 years. Before I was ad¬ 
mitted, I had lo prove my iden¬ 
tity, declare that 1 was not a Jew 
and do not work for any investi¬ 
gative agency. 

“The Zionists," Freedman as¬ 
sured me, "drove me into the 
amis of men like McGinlcy and 
Gerald L. K. Smith. I'd neither 
met nor heard of the m before ihe 
Zionists smarted to smear me.” 
































He scanned me piercingly 
throiWr !l [lllicc-ncz and snid >..“I 
am thinking only of the good of 
the United States. I was bom 
here, you know.. That's why I be¬ 
lieve we should recognize not 
only Red China, but also North 
Korea and East Germany, in the 
interests of the survival of the 
U.S. ami the free world."

BURK accuses Arabs for 
fomenting many of the anti-Jewish acts perpetrated by "hate" 
in thm U. S. by alleging that anti-Jewish literature prepared 
by Aratife given to Americans active in "racist" and "hate" group 
campaigns for distribution . Articles indicated GEORGE LINCOLN

DETAILS: AT WASHINGTON, D. C. 

This Investigation Is predicated upon Information 
contained in a series of five articles which appeared in the 
"New York Dally News" from January 20 through January 24, 1959, 
written by DAVID BUBK, entitled, "Peddling Hate in America: 
Egypt's NASSER." 

I. NEWSPAPER ALLEGATIONS CONCERNING GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL'S ASSOCIATION WITH ARABS _ 


The first article of the series entitled, "The 
Lunatic Fringe Hangs Ravings on the Cairo Line," stated 
"nearly ninety dynami.ce blasts have echoed around the 
country in the last two years, aimed mainly at Jews, Negroes 
and sincere Christian citizens who have publicly backed these 
groups.” The article states that with the bombing of the 
Temple at Atlanta, Georgia, last October the’'Startling fact 
leaked out” that practically every operation fitted into a 
national pattern which "authorities" attributed to a "loose- 
linked network of American neo-Fascist groups peppered around 
the country." The article continued that this "hate corps" 
had emerged as a "fifth column" acting in behalf of President 
GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the United Arab Republic (UAR). 

According to the article one of the men behind this 
hate racket" was "a fuehrer-minded Virginian," GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL, whose name had been linked with the men on trial 
for the "Atlanta bombing." BURK quoted ROCKWELL as having 
said to him, "ADOLF HITLER was a guest from an inscrutable 
Providence. He was a world Savior in his time.,";- 

The article states that"NASSERbdominated segment 
of the Arab world" regards not only American Jewry, but the 
United States administration, too, as the "fountainhead” of 
Israel's moral and financial help and that NASSER must 
"knock out" Israel's backers in the United States before he 
could keep his pledge to his followers to "knock out” Israel 
itself. 


The article claims that NASSER has been using 
Egyptian military intelligence officers and men, who could 
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hide behind diplomatic Immunity, as **contact men** and a 

group of individuals and periodicals as his "mouthpieces.**

The article indicated that Arab officials have 
denied any connection with "hate groups," but that HAROLD N. 

ARROWSMITH "admitted 'fat cat' (financier) of some of the t 
activities of the Atlanta States Rights Gang, five of whom 
are currently on trial for the bombing had assured BURK 
that his, ARROWSMITH's, "counsel was miich in demand not 
only by the Arabs, but also by the FBI and the State 
Department." / 

The article also sets forth "the protege of ARROWSMITH, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, who master-minded States Rights Party 
demonstrations in Atlanta and Washington last July under his 
own banner, the National Committee to Free America from Jewish 
Domination," had told BURK that ARROWSMITH had"brough_ the 
head of NASSER's secret service" to see ROCKWELL. ARROWSMITH 
later denied this to 1 BURK and according to the article, BURK 
also doubted it. 

The article states that BURK had a long talk with an 
official of the "UAR embassy" in Washington and had been 
assured that the UAR Government would have nothing to do 
with "these scum" and "they would be kicked out, if they 
dared to cross the embassy threshold."

The last article of the series written by BURK, 
entitled, "An Anti-Red Mask Covers True Face of Fascism 
in U. 3.,” sets forth, "America's lunatic racist fringe 
poses as vehemently anti-Communist." The article states 
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that.the obvious reason for this is that there are 
potentially millions in the country today, strongly 
anti-communist, who would refuse to support any movement 
"preaching inter-racial hatred." According to the article, 
by asserting that, communism is a part of a Jewish international 
conspiracy and "throwing in vicious slanders of the Negro 
for goo<T measure, the Fascists can make some headway."

The article continues that much of the "juggled 
history" which propagandists use as the basis for their 
"outpourings" is "dredged up" by HAROLD N. ARROWSMITH, "who 
admits having financed Arlington, Virginia., fuehrer, GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL* and the Torkville thugs ROCKWELL sent to 
Washington and Atlanta to sing his hymn of hate." The 
article noted that ARROWSMXTH and ROCKWELL were "squabbling"

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B. INTERVIEW OF GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL 

On October 16, 1958, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 6512 
Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia, advised Special 
Agents (SAs) of the FBI that he had read In the newspapers 
that WALLACE ALLEN had been arrested in Atlanta, Georgia, 

In connection with the bombing of the Synagogue there on 
October 12, 1958, and that he had evidentiary material 
to prove that ALLEN did not bomb any Synagogue. 

ROCKWELL made available a letter which he said 
he received last July when plans were being made for an antl- 
Jewtafi demonstration to be held throughout the eastern part 
of the United States. The letter read as follows: 

•’Dear Line: 


"Congratulations on having obtained a rms 
to fight the enemy. I hope the,| [realized 

the necessity for a continuing and relentless assault, 
as for instance, a weekly attack by Truth against the 
Daily Liars. 


"Bless the Revolutionary Iraqui Government 
who are doing their utmost to showThey are not 
communists in the face of the barrage of propaganda 
to the contrary and insults from the U. 3. 

**I hope you have thought the contents of the 
literature out to the extent you realize that the 
Mid-East may come under the hell of the communists. 
By pointing out that although these countries 
are not now communist, will be if we don't change 
our policy towards Israel, goyim will not think 
we were wrong when and if they fail to the Jews. 

"A few ideas if it's not too late. EISENHOWER 
called out the troops twice. - Once against Americas 
people and once against the anti-communists. We 
didn't go to the aid of the French at Dien-Bien-Phu 
to save Indo-China. We are not now doing or saying 
anything about the communist take-over of Indonesia 
Sumatra-Java., ect. 
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"Did you notice the clever scheme relating to 
captured Americans. The ordinary people were saying 
'We ought to go in and get them, etc.' When we 
Went In to save the Jews—they were saying Action, 
at last. 

"The exact method we will use here is still undecided 
and is entirely dependent on existing conditions 
which will be examined thoroughly. You will just 
have to trust we will do the best job possible with 
the means at hand. The Israeli consulate is next 
door to the F.B.I., if there is any significance to 
that. The Temple would be wrong since it relates to 
the religious rather than the political* Next is 
choosing picketers who are the most immune from 
Jewish economic retaliation, etc. But I'll figure 
out something.

The Item says that America was built on free 
enterprise and adds that free enterprise is productive while 
capitalism is destructive. It states that National Socialism, 
the philosophy of ADOLF HITLER, is the answer. National 
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Socialism has nothing to do with extermination and hate 
and is a positive, progressive, scientific approach to 
the social chaos and strife caused by Jews, it reads. 


The item states that a free program of the 
World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists (WUFENS) 
can be obtained by writing to the American WUFENS Party, 
6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia, of which

In what appears 
to be a foreword signed by LINCOLN ROCKWELL, Commander, 
American Party, WUFENS, Box 1381, Arlington, Virginia, it 
states that Jewish Bolshevism is the evil of today and that 
this evil can only be conquered by National Socialism. 

The Program states how the proposed party would 
deal with various domestic and international issues, and 
under the heading of "The Jewish Problem" it states: "We 
shall immediately remove all disloyal Jews from positions 
where they can control non-Jewish thoughts or actions, ...."

".cancel all debts owed to Jews by non-Jews, where 

there is evidence of unfair or immoral business methods or 
conspiracy." "....make a long term, scientific study to 
determine if the Jewish virus is a matter of environment, 

...." "....establish an International Treason Tribunal 

> to investigate, try, and publicly hang, in front of the 
Capitol, all non-Jews who are convicted of having acted 
consciously as fronts for Jewish treason or subversion, 
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Under the heading of "The Negro" it states: 

"We shall appropriate ten billion dollars a year, for five 
years, from the money now being wasted fighting over 
integration, poured into foreign aid, and lost on Negro 
crime, and use the money to build a modern, industrial 
nation in Africa, complete with shopping centers, airlines, 
super-highways, cities and handsome suburbs, and everything 
else to make it the finest in the world; and then grant 
$10,000 to every Negro family of five or more migrating to 
the new land...." It states that no Negro will be forced 
to return to Africa." However, Negroes remaining in America 
will be rigidly segregated non-citizens."

Renaissance Party as an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, neo- 
Fascist organization with activities generally confined 
to the New York City area. It was founded in 1949 by 
JAMES H. MADOLE, who is in complete control of the party. 

The Party's main function is distribution of the "National 
Renaissance Bulletin" on a monthly basis and distribution 
of pro-Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
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in New York City. The Committee onUn-Amer.m'u Actfvities o f 
the United States House of Representatives in a preliminary 
report dated December 17, 1954, stated "National Renaissance 
Party activities and propaganda are clearly subversive 
and un-American.* 

B. ACTIVITIES IN CONNECTION WITH THE SEABOARD 
WHITE CITIZENS COUNCILS (SWCC) _ 

The White Citizens Councilsof the District of 
Columbia, also known as Seaboard White Citizens Councils, 
were organized in Washington, D. C., on June 4, 1956, by 
FREDERICK JOHN KASPER, also known as John Kasper. According 
to KASPER, the alms of the organization are: to stop the 
integration process in Washington, and reverse and re-establish 
segregation; have the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) placed on the Attorney General’s 
subversive list; publicize commercial contributions to the 
NAACP and Urban League and wipe out "Rock and Roll" music. 
(Washington Post and Times Herald,June 6, 1956). —7

On July 27, 1958, |_ Jadvised that ROCKWELL with 

seven other persons began to picket the White House in Washington 
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D. C., on that date at 12:45 p.m. Informant advised 
that the picketing terminated about 2:12 p.m. the 
same date. 


On July 27, 1958, a Special Agent of the FBI 
observed men picketing the White House, Washington, D. C. , 
and carrying seven signs. Each sign, which measured about 
3 inches by 5 Inches, had a red background on top and 
bottom. Written on the top background of each sign was 
"Don’t Fight Another War To Save The Jews.” On the bottom 
background of each sign was the following: "National Committee 
to Free America From Jewish Domination.” Each of the signs 
carried different messages between the top and bottom red 
background as follows: (1) "NASSER has jailed his Reds, 
but Jews lie that he is Red.” (2) "Communism is Jewish. 

Twelve out of thirteen convicted spys are Jewish. ROSENBERGS, 
GREENGLASS, SOBEL, GOLD, BROTHMAN, WEINSTEIN, MOSCOWITZ, etc, 
etc." (3) "The only communist party in the Middle East is in 
Israel." (4) "Jews won’t dispute our facts. They must shut 
us up." (5) "Zionism is causing the trouble in Lebanon." 

(6 & 7) These two signs carried a caricature of a large 
hook nosed man holding a pistol at the head of a caricature 
of President EISENHOWER with the phrase, "Save IKE From The 
Kikes." ' 


On August 5, 1958,1_Jadvised that ROCKWELL was 

getting literature ready and was preparing plans for a follow 
up to the July 25-27, 1959, anti-Jewish demonstration. 


|_| stated that according to ROCKWELL, five of 

"his boys" were arrested in Atlanta, Georgia, while picketing 
a newspaper in connection with the July demonstration and 
two persons had been arrested in Louisville, Kentucky, while 
passing out the leaflets, "How to Stop World War III." 

Informant stated that ROCKWELL said that public 
opinion was building up in Atlanta against the arrest there 
of "his boys." The same anti-Jewish literature which was 
distributed and the same anti-Jewish placards which were 
carried by -picketers during the July demonstration would be 
used in the follow-up demonstration. ROCKWELL stated that 
there Would be another placard added to the effect that 
"Jew tactics can not be used to fight Jews." As an example,: 
the placard would cite the Atlanta arrests as "typical southern 
justice and Jew control."

September 20, 1958, ROCKWELL I I took 

a large number of stickers to New York City and that 
the stickers were given to the group who participated 
in the anti-Jewish demonstration in Washington, D. C. 
on July 26, 27, 1958. 


| | described the stickers as about one 

and one-half inches wide and four inches long. About 
two and one-half inches of the sticker has a red 
background around a white circle. Inside the circle 
is a black swastika. The other inch and one-half of 
the sticker has a white background with the black 
lettering, "We Are BACK." 


On November 10, 1958 ,| | advised that 

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was mailing a three-page 
leaflet entitled, "In Memorium: American Conservatives' 
to several "millionaires” throughout the country. 


The leaflet states that Senators TAFT, McCARRAN, 
and MCCARTHY are dead and that Senators JENNER, BRICKER, 
KNOWLAND and MALONE are politically dead. It points out 
that these persons tried to fight Jewish Communism, Zionism and 
subversion by being "nice" about it, and that their battles 
are over because they waged the wrong kind of fight. 


The leaflet states that DeWEST HOOKER came close 
to telling the story of Jewish Communism in New York City, 
"The world capital of Jewish imperialism.** He went into 
the streets of that ugly city, rescued youths who were on 
the way to the Jew-caused frustration which is called 
'juvenile delinquency', gave them a vision of a clean, 

free America, with social justice for all,-and turned 

them into a devoted corps of tough, dedicated FIGHTERS." 

It states that HOOKER was on the way to establishing 
the only non-Jewish television film producing network in 
America when "JACOB JAVITS, then attorney general of New 
York was rushed into the breech by the Jews, with a 
permanent injunction against HOOKER, and other persecutions 
which forced him to move to Connecticut^." It states that 
HOOKER became disgusted and resumed his position in the ^ 
business world. 


The article states that money is needed. It 
says that "Revolutions, -and the anti-Jewish counter- 
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revolution we so desperately need, are BOUGHT, not 
Just made by amateurs with pitch-forks and burning 
eyes. 


**I have inherited 'Hooker's Hoodlums' as the 
Jews called the boys, and we have expanded and organized 
into a very potent working team. I have also been able 
to organize similar groups in other cities, and, last 
July, we managed to stage simultaneous, all-out demonstrations 
against Jewish lies about the Kiddle Eastern Situation in 
Atlanta, Louisville, and Washington, D. C. It is because of 
this growing power, we believe, that the Jews bombed their 
own (empty) synagogue in Atlanta, and then had the men who 
picketed there seized as 'suspects' although the only 
'evidence' is a statement by a man who didn't even know 
our people when the bombing is alleged to have been planned! 

We set out to 'hurt' the Jews, and this effort to terrorize 
pickets with the death sentence is, we believe, solid evidence 
that our work is EFFECTIVE, and they intend to STOP it. 

"But far from being stopped or terrorized or defeated, 
we are ready to use the cheap Jewish bombing trick to launch 
a final, all-out battle to tear the hand of JUDAH from our 
throats, once and for all. -And we don't have to -and WON'T 
-resort to a single illegal or even questionable act to do it.** 

The article says that Jews are violating the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act of 1938 by raising funds for Israel, 
and continues that: 

"We are prepared to put trucks on the road, each one 
filled with printing and photographic equipment, loud-speaker 
system, and squads of our stout lads. One town at a time, ® 
will descend wherever the Jews are illegally raising funds for 
'brave little Israel' with their illegal bond drives, force 
legal action to stop their activity and Jail violators, record 
and photograph all incidents and brushes with Jewish 'brother¬ 
hood squads,' print and distribute overnight a blanket coverage 
of the town, showing with documented power the REAL naturfe of 
their 'loyal' Jewish 'friends’ who are such stotit believers in 
equality before the law, (for other people of cburse). This -- 
will not only expose and stop Jewish criminals and traitors, 
but will also reveal to an entire town the dishonesty of their 
press, when they see the suppressions or distortions of what 
we show with documents and photographs. It will be a dramatic, 
legal demonstration worth a million tons of dynamite, in stopping 
these parasitic criminals." 
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The leaflet points out that ROCKWELL Is sueing the 
B’nai B'rith and that this has taught the Washington, D. C., 
newspapers to be careful not to call him an "anti-Semitic.” 

says that "...we are actually INVESTIGATING THE INVESTIGATORS, 
we have started tailing ADL agents, and believe we will soon 
have some most interesting DOCUMENTED information to spread 
before the public on this Jewish OGPU." 

The article concludes with an appeal for money, 
including "maximum size bills" which can be sent anonymously 
to ROCKWELL, and states that "The boys and I pledge you our 
lives and our honor that you will be buying the greatest value 
on this earth; -the return of your Country to YOU, clean, 
decent, FREE, -and fun to live in once more." 

IV. EXTENT OF PARTICIPATION IN OR CONTROL 

OF GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL’S ACTIVITIES 
BY ARABS 


By letter dated October 31, 1958, J. WALTER YEAGLEY, 
Acting Assistant Attorney General, Internal Security Division, 
United States Department of Justice, advised that on October 30, 
1958, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL had conferred with NATHAN B. 

LENVIN, Chief, Registration Section, Internal Security Division, 
United States Department of Justice, regarding ROCKWELL's 
possible obligation under the terms of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act of 1938, as amended, in the event he was 
retained by the Government of Egypt as a propaganda agent. 

ROCKWELL advised that he had been approached by representatives 
from the Egyptian Embassy regarding a Job as a propaganda 
agent for the Egyptian Government and that he was planning 
to leave for Cairo shortly to discuss this matter further. 

ROCKWELL inquired whether his registration was required 

prior to his departure for Egypt. ROCKWELL was advised 

that his trip was not a basis for registration since the 

Foreign Agents Registration Act contemplated only activity 

within the United States. ROCKWELL was informed that in the 

event he agreed to act at the order, request or under the direction 

of the Egyptian Government with respect to his propaganda 

activities, he would be under an obligation to file a 

registration statement pursuant to the provisions of the 

Act. 


ROCKWELL stated that he did not want registration' 
forms until after he had concluded his agreement with the 
Egyptian Government. 
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On October 31, 1958, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL 
telephonically contacted a Special Agent of the FBI and 
advised that a dinner was to be held at the Arlington 
Jewish Center, Arlington, Virginia, on November 1, 1958, 
for the purpose of raising funds to build a village in 
Israel. According to ROCKWELL, funds were to be raised 
to build the village by selling Israeli Government, bonds. 
ROCKWELL stated he had contacted ! ] 

the Registration Section"', United States Department of 
Justice, and inquired If he, ROCKWELL, could sell Egyptian 
Government bonds to build a village. ROCKWELL stated that he 
was advised that he, could not sell Egyptian Government bonds 
without registering as a foreign agent. 


ROCKWELL stated he had called

1958, concerning the chairman of the Israel Fund Drive and 
was furnished different information from that supplied him 
on October 30, 1958. 
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ROCKWELL stated he and associates planned to picket 
the dinner at the Arlington Jewish Center and that he felt 
the dinner was being held in violation of the law. 

By letter dated November 25, 1958, Mr. YEAGLEY 
Informed that)|did not recall any mention by 
ROCKWELL during their conference on October 30, 1958, of 
selling Egyptian Government bonds, and that ROCKWELL had 
spoken only of his possible obligations under terms of the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1938, as amended, in the 
event he was retained by the Government of Egypt as a 
propaganda agent.

January 23, 1959, a meeting was held at the residence of 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, 
Arlington, Virginia.

On March 10, 1959. ~ I advised that ROCKWELL 
has said that he visited the UAR Embassy and was asked to 
leave. ROCKWELL wrote a letter to NASSER asking for a union 
of the two, but that he had not received an answer as yet. 
ROCKWELL mentioned that his "Save IKE From The Kikes" signs 
were in Cairo and that his picture had appeared on the front 
page of a Cairo paper. ROCKWELL has mentioned that the head 
of the Arab Secret Service in the United States had.been in 
his house, but never furnished any details in that regard. 
ROCKWELL has stated that if he worked for the Arabs as a 
foreign agent he would give up the "Nazi line" for the time 
being.

traitorous utterances. 

"I know they are cowardly, because I have 
appeared at your Embassy in Washington to be 
thrown out as promised, —and, while I was 
indeed dealt with most discourteously, I was NOT 
thrown out. 

"I am a Commander in the U. S. Navy —a fighter 
pilot— and I know you too are a military man. I am 
a man of honor and integrity and courage like yourself, 
and I cannot believe you will run like a rabbit because 
the Jews here snarl at us. 

"Cau it be that the great character which 
was able to unite and defend his people against the 
Jewish Imperialist conspiracy has grown so soft and 
weak that he is now frightened to speak for those 
who are brave enough to fight the same thing you 
defeated? 

*'We mean to expose the vicious conspiracy which 
is destroying our people, as it almost did yours, and 
to drive the ugly thing to its well deserved death. We 
propose nothing immoral or illegal. On the contrary, 
we are prepared to expose the ILLEGAL fund raising 
here in the billions for Israel, —and to STOP these 
illegal funds with the LAW. We are prepared to do 
this, honorably, openly, powerfully. 

"When a man is accused of being a hunchbacked 
monster, his best defence is to step into the light 
and demonstrate the TRUTH. We have been accused of 
being illicit, sneaky, cowardly conspirators. 

"I suggest that you instruct your people to / 

see me openly, hohestly, and that we join in an open^.^' 
honest, and successful fight to destroy Israel the " 
way it must be destroyed, by cutting off the parasite's 
blood.

from DREW PEARSON’S recent article in the "Washington Post 
and Times Herald" and DAVID BURK's recent articles in the 
"New York Daily News." Informant advised that in addition 
ROCKWELL had sent a letter with the leaflet, but informant 
was unaware of the contents of the letter. 


Informant knew of no communication which ROCKWELL 
might have sent to President NASSER of the UAR. 


Informant did not know of any literature being 
furnished or supplied to GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL by the 
Embassy of the UAR. The Embassy of the UAR is not 
cooperating in any manner with ROCKWELL or any other 
individuals in the United States who are known to be 
associated with "hate groups." The Embassy of the UAR 
has never given any articles for publication to any 
"hate sheets" or "hate groups." Informant commented that 
the Press Office, Embassy of the UAR, has "absolutely 
nothing to do with anv hate groups or hat e sheets." Informant 
noted that J Embassy of the UAR, 

has written letters and reports to the Department of 
Information in Ca iro con cerning "hate groups" in the 
United States and I I has commented that he was "trying 

to convice Cairo (Department of Information) that these 
people were not only dangerous, but are idiots." 


During March, 1959, informants who are familiar 
with some phases of Arab activities in the Washington, D. C., 
area and/or the activities of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, advised 
they possessed no information indicating Arab participation 
and/or influence in distribution of "hate literature!’ in the 
United States.

This material consisted for the most part of Issues 
of "The Arab World." "Arab News and Views" and A.I.C. (Arab 
Information Center) Press releases. 



PROPERTY OF FBI.—This report is loaned to you by the FBI, and neither it nor its contents are to be distributed outside the agency to which loaned. 
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A review of this material reflects that in the main 
the ‘Arab World 1 ' follows the caption on its masthead, "A monthly 
review of progress in the Arab Countries." This magazine is 
devoted almost in its entirety to the social and economic 
advantages and advancements of the Arab countries. 

The "Arab News and Views" is a four page pamphlet 
published monthly and sometimes more frequently. This particular 
media is devoted to social, economic and political news relating 
to the Arab countries. 

The social and economic views portrayed are of no 
interest to this inquiry. The political views are favorable 
to the Arab causes and problems; however, in some Issues the 
political columns are mildly critical of the Algerian situation 
(1957) and the attempt by Israel to exploit the (UN) Security 
Council for propaganda purposes. 

The AIC press releases which are issued several times 
a month contain such information as: a Cedar Palls release 
of March 27 (1957) regarding a statement before a conference 
on the Middle East sponsored by Iowa State Teachers College 
wherein MUHAMMAD H. EL-FARRA, member of the Syrian Permanent 
Mission to the United Nations blamed Zionist pressure groups 
in America for the "unfortunate feeling towards the United 
States in the Arab World;" a statement dated November 1, 1957 
concerning Syria's fear of Turkish aggression; a release 
datelined, Milwaukee, October 31, 1957, Indicating that 
reports disseminated in the American press and originating 
in most instances from London, Paris and Tel Aviv about 
Communist penetration into the Arab World are misleading; a 
release dated October 2b (1957) wherein Dr. PAYEZ SAYEGH 
stated "The Arab world would never voluntarily accept the 
Communist doctrine;" a release dated at New York, October 14 
(1957), wherein the people of Oman appealed to the world 
conscience for "badly needed" relief material and medical 
supplies; a release dated at New York, January 3 (1957) 
announcing Arab League Secretary General ABDEL KHALIK

release dated March 2 (1957) at New York, announcing the 
arrival in New York of Ambassador KAMIL ABDUL RAHIM, Permanent

"Most of the material which has been written about 
Palestine since the tragedy of 1943, has dealt with the 
political side of the issue. The Israeli propaganda machine 
tries to give the impression to the outside world that the 
Palestine problem is nothing more than a case of a dispute 
over a country which legally and legitimately belongs to the 
Jews and which the Arab States covet to annex to their own 
vast territories. As such, all other problems affecting 
the rights and interests of the Arab inhabitants of Palestine 
are of a secondary nature.

On March 19, 1959, JAMES H, MADOLE voluntarily 
appeared at the New York Office of the F ederal Bureau of 
Investigation and was Interviewed by SAS | 


JAMES H. MADOLE advised that in connection with 
material he has published for the National Renaissance Party 
(NRP), he has never been approached by any representative 
of any foreign government to act on their behalf. He also 
stated that no foreign government official has requested him 
to publish any material favoring a particular stand of a 
foreign government in any of his, MADOLE'S, publications. 

MADOLE also advised that at no time has he ever received 
any money from any agency of any foreign government in 
connection with his associations withthe NRP, or for any 
other reason. MADOLE further advised that at no time had 
he ever been approached by a representative of a foreign 
government with a solicitation that MADOLE publish material 
concerning a foreign government in any of his, MADOLE'S, 
publications. MADOLE stated, however, that he has, on numerous 
occasions, published material in his publication, principally 
the "National Renaissance Bulletin," concerning matters in which 
a foreign government had an interest. Although MADOLE frankly 
stated he could not afford to be specific in this regard, that 
he did, from time to time, publish in hi3 "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" economic and political material affecting countries 
other than the United States. He stated that if the material 
in question was pertinent to a particular problem in a foreign 
country, he would supply this particular foreign government, 
either in the United States or abroad, with copies of his 
material dealing with this particular problem. 

When questioned concerning whether the bulk of 
his material was concerned with the so-called Middle East 
countries, MADOLE stated that he did not want to answer that 
question directly, and replied that the information might 
ooncem any country in the world, MADOLE indicated that he 
would not specify any particular foreign representative 
or foreign government which he had furnished literature 
to,inasmuch as he did not want to divulge his contacts in 
this regard. 
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MADOLE was questioned whether he had ever received 
any correspondence resulting from his furnishing copies of his 
"National Renaissance Bulletin" to representatives of foreign 
governments. MADOLE stated that he had never received any 
replies from any government to whom he had sent his material 
in which that government had commented on the content of 
his material. MADOLE stated that not only had he not received 
any acknowledgements in sending this material, but that he 
had not received any remuneration for having directed this 
material to these foreign governments. 

MADOLE stated that during the past several years 
he had obtained quantities of literature published by 
foreign governments which he had stamped with the name of his 
party, the NRP, and had distributed to members of this party. 

He stated he had never sold any of this literature, and 
indicated that it would not be profitable to attempt to 
sell this type of literature. MADOLE indicated that this 
literature was obtained from many different foreign countries 
and was by no means restricted to Arab countries, although 
it was primarily concerned with countries which have a 
strong nationalistic tendency. MADOLE again stated that he 
would not specifically indicate which countries he had obtained 
literature from, or any specific foreign representative who 
had furnished him with such literature. He explained generally 
this literature dealt with the same aims and objectives which 
the NRP supports. 

Concerning the NRP, MADOLE stated that he had never 
made public the number of its members, and would not do so 
at this time; however, he indicated that several weeks ago, 
when he was robbed, that over 5 j 00Q names were taken from his 
files, and this did not include all the names which he 
maintained. He stated, however, that he did not necessarily 
mail the bulletin or other literature to everyone on his 
mailing list, inasmuch as the cost would be prohibitive. 
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MADOLE would not Indicate the number of persons to whom he 
did mail literature, or the number of copies of the "National 
Renaissance Bulletin," which are produced each month. He 
added that he knows that his literature has been received 
in all states of the United States, and in many foreign 
countries. MADOLE explained that finances for the party 
are obtained from contributions and from the sale of the 
"National Renaissance Bulletin," and other party literature. 
He stated that he is the only person who is authorized in 
the NRP to print literature, and to his knowledge, no other 
individual has ever used the stamp of the NRP on any 
literature. He indicated he knows of no person in the NRP 

who has been solicited by a foreign covernment to pe rform _ 

any services. MADOLE identified an in dividual namedl 
as a follower of the NRP by the name of j 
who resides at | New York City, but 

indicated that he was not more active than any other NRP 
member, and had never been in contact with any foreign 
government in behalf of the NRP, so far as MADOLE knows. 


MADOLE said that it was his opinion that the 
"New Yopk. Daily News" articles concerning him, 
which had been written by DAVID BURK, were instigated and 
probably written by the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith, in New York City, in an effort to embarrass the 
United Arab Republic Government at a time when it was 
seeking a re-approachment with the United States Government. 
He based this observation on the fact that the November, 
1958, Anti-Defamation League Bulletin contained information 
and pictures identical to those which later appeared in 
the "Daily News" articles. He cited an example of this was 
information contained in the November, 1958, Anti-Defamation 
League Bulletin concerning HAROLD ARROWSMITH, which appeared 
January 20, 1959# in the "Daily News" articles.

"Benjamin H. Freedman, former industrialist and 
businessman, former owner of the Woodbury Soap Co., and several 
other corporations, was bom In New York City. He attained 
his present status as a Christian patroit the hard way. 


"Born of Jewish parents, Mr. Freedman became a 
Christian when quite young. Mr. Freedman has accepted Jesus 
Christ fully, is a sterling Christian, and spends his time 
lecturing and educating. 

"Some 15 years ago, Mr. Freedman began to wonder about 
a lot of things in general, world events being what they were, 
and the Jewish question in particular. He set out.to find 
what was meant by the 'Jewish Race', the 'Chosen People', the 
'Promised Land!, etc. His inquiry and pursuit of truth led 
him to the proposed State of Israel, Zionism in general, the 
Dead Sea and its limitless wealth - the Arabs, their background, 
status, etc. 


"The unbelievable truth that he learned from 
exhaustive research - the Marxist catch-phrases that the light 
of history, and the constant searching and unearthing of 
valuable documents gave the lie to, are written deep in the 
series of lectures he has given in the past ten years. Mr. 
Freedman has delivered several lectures to Officers in the 
Pentagon Building. 
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"Benjamin Freedman never let up In his search for 
truth and in his determination to speak and print the truth. 

His findings told him that the rank anf file Jew and Gentile 
had been deceived by the small clique ruling the Sanhedrin.

"Ben Freedman was willing to spend and be spent for 
the sake of Christ. His never-ending, long hour - seven day 
week - activity of lecturing, writing and counseling has borne 
fruit over the years. Today he is the confidant of some of 
the biggest men in the country, and many outside of the country. 

He is recognized as this country is foremost authority on the 
Palestine and Israel question. Senators and Congressmen of 
both parties seek his counsel. 

"Mr. Freedman has expended his limit and is unable to 
help the anti-Christ campaign financially in any way. However, 
he is giving his full time and efforts and is making available 
his vast store of knowledge. He will gladly speak anywhere in 
the United States if he is reimbursed for the bare cost of 
transportation. 

"Mr. Freedman is at present available for talks or 
lectures before small or large groups. He covers not only 
the Palestine - Arab - Israel question, so Important at this 
time, but the whole Communist question, and invites any and 
all questions on the subject and any phase of Marxism.

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"In 1952, SMITH sent out a number of letters to prominent Arabs 
concerning various aspects of the ’Jewish problem' Among those 
to whom he wrote was KAMIL ABDUL RAHIM, ambassador from Egypt 
at the time^ and when RAHIM '3 representative, Colonal^QHAMMED-- 
ABDEL HALltff KHALIFA, ..attended the 1932 Republic*«-eorr7ention in 
^CfTicl^o 7 "* : tia''h"ad''an hour ’ s conversation with the Christian 
Nationalist leader. 

"In his report to RAHIM, KHALIFA Indicated that he had been very 
favorably impressed by SMITH, whom he characterized as one of 
the principal fighters against Zionism and Jewish influence In 
the United States. Always the salesman, SMITH boasted to KHALIFA 
of the ’wonderful cooperation’ he had been receiving from various 
representatives of Syrian-Lebanese American clubs. Believe It or 
not, SMITH promised KHALIFA that he would exert great influence 
to see that the platforms of both major parties pay respect to 
the national aspirations of the Arab states. For a discredited 
rabble-rouser like SMITH to palm off successfully such a 
patently phony promise, KHALIFA must be a man who is quite 
ignorant of the American scene. 

"But apparently SMITHfthas a way with the Arabs. Back in January 
1953* Dr. AHMED GALAL ABDELRAZEK, Egypt’s permanent representative 
to theninlied Natlbndf'epabred-'SMITH’S pamphlets for his legation 
and found The Cross and the Flag so stimulating that he purchased 
a hundred subscriptions knd expressed an Interest in personally 
meeting its editor, DON IbOHBECK. 

"It is interesting also/ to note, that the Saudi Arabian delegation, 
subscribing to ten copies of The Cross and the Flag at the sub¬ 
scription rate of $2.00 each, sent SMITH a $120 check for the

Six very top official representatives from the Arab 
world attended, including the Iraqi, Syrian, and Saudi Arabian 
representatives to the UN, and CHALRES MALIK, Lebanese 
ambassador. The Iraqi delegate, AWNI KHALIDY . was holding 
forth. Here Is the substance of his remark s't 

"My brothers,'my activities last week were concentrated mainly 
on, reports from Iraqi students in American universities. I have 
given them the task of carrying on an intensive agitation 
against the gangsters of Tel Aviv. I received eighteen letters 
from my correspondents in which they reported distributing a 
considerable number of pamphlets and prospectuses in favor of 
the Arab cause at universities In Michigan, Massachusetts, 
California, Washington and at Syracuse and Philadelphia. In 
these universities my correspondents work quietly and secretly 
so that Jewish students do not learn about their activities 
or report about them to their espionage agencies. I sent my 
correspondents 1800 copies of a pamphelt which I received from 
my very good friend GERALD SMITH. The sum of it was that the 
cause of the Arabs is our cause; that we must try to understand 
It; that we must try to fight for It and learn about it day and 
night; that we should understand that the cause that the Arab 
world defends is real anti-communist democracy, and that the 
Jews are the inventors of communism and are its largest supporters 
that we must study the Arab world and understand It; that the 
Arab world ia a world founded by honest people, sincere, frank, 
and cherishing democracry. I believe that such a pamphlet will 
touch the hearts of young Americans. Last week I also succeeded 
in obtaining from my government' an appropriation of $2000 which 
I will spend exclusively to finance our friends organizing a 
number of meetings. . .

"An Arab League plan, nursed for five years, to organize a major, 
centrally directed, opinion-molding apparatus in the United 
States, becomes a reality with the opening by the League of 
its propaganda center at 445 Park Avenue in New York City. 

"According to the current plan, this will be the main 
coordinating point for nationwide dissemination of pro-Arab, 
anti-Israel, and anti-Semitic propaganda; and here various 
activities will originate to rouse public feeling against 
Zionist and the 'all-pervading Jewish influence' on American 
opinion. 

"To attain these ends, representatives of the Arab Center will 
seek the aid of the nation's well-known professional anti- 
Semites, such as GERALD L. K. SMITH, . . ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, 

FRANK BRITTON, . . and others. 

"]}r QMiVPHHATiTQ, ftrn' K League representative in New York, in a 
comprehensive report submitted last August to his superiors in 
the Middle' 1 East, outlined the suggestions and offers of 
assistance he has already received from . . . BRITTON and 
WILLIAMS, On the question of how and under what circumstances 
the Arab Center could proceed to work with these people without 
provoking accusations of anti-Semitism, HALIQ strongly advised 
'steady 1 contact, carried out in secrecy, so as not to hinder 
or tleeply impair' the work of the new Center, 

"Outlining the cooperation the new Arab office could expect 
from these men, HALIQ said his conclusions were based upon 
talks he himself had with them; . . with SMITH . . . some time 
later. (After last July.) 

"HALIQ suggested in his report that to rule these men out of the 
Arab propaganda effort, as recommended by friends in the American 
Friends of the Middle East, would be unrealistic, because the 
Arab Center's Mission with regard to Jews is identical with that 
of the anti-Semites."

"Our library has just di’opped on this desk the current issue of 
The Cross and the Flag containing a malicious piece entitled: 

'The New Crucifixion in Palestine.' SMITH prefaces his very 
detailed story with an admission that it is actually based on 
a memorandum which came to him 'from Jerusalem.' Our files, 
however, indicate that SMITH'S admission is somewhat of an 
understatement. This is what we mean: v 

"Some months ago, SMITH met wi-t-.n mAMMniT.q in Washington 

about the possibility of publishing TA&N0U3' propaganda 
material in his magazine for a fee. Trie cost would be on a 
'per line' basis as though it were advertising matter. 

TANNOUS agreed; but since the cost was high,$10 a line, he has been 
careful about the quantity forwarded to SMITH. By TANNOUS' 
own admission, there Is only one story in the current Issue of 
The Cross and the Flag submitted by him. 

"In all of SMITH'S distortions about alleged desec ration ■’•of 
Christian holy places he finds no room to report the appreciation 
expressed by leaders of the Christian communities to the 
government of Israel for having safeguarded their property and 
for making prompt repairs to damage which occurred during the 
course of fighting. Such statements are available by the Latin 
Patriarch in Jerusalem, the Greek Orthodox Patriarchate and 
the Greek consul general in Jerusalem, the Greek Catholic 
archbishops of Galilee, the special delegate of the Lutheran 
World Federation, and many others.

Of 
course we 60 not know whether the following two items are the 
result of the SMITH-TANNOUS arrangement, but their substance 
fascinates us: 

"In the August 1954 issue we find the following: 

'We (GERALD SMITH) were received by the Ambassador from Egypt 
and his staff. They are the ones who represent the new govern¬ 
ment of Egypt in the United Nations. There are Jew 3 In Egypt, 
but the Jews are not running Egypt. It is the intention of the 
Internationalist clique, directed by Jewish and British 
politicians, to starve Egypt out by denying her the proper world 
trade facilities. The brick Is to force her to trade with Russia, 
if possible, so that propaganda can be put out in the U.S. that 
Egypt is pro-Russian. Then the American people will be taught 
by the jews to hate Egypt thu 3 exploiting the American antip¬ 
athy for Communism. . . .Egypt refuses to recognize the Jew- 
Palestine Government on the grounds that it is an invasion. 

The Ambassador, whose name is ABDEL HAMEID GHALEB, is a Moslem. . . 

"In his June 1953 issue, SMITH'S 'Letter No. 6 ,' addressed 
'Dearest mother,' reads in part as follows: 

"One of the most outspoken delegations concerning the world 
situation i 3 the delegation representing Lebanon, which is 
one of the Arab states. We interviewed this delegation and 
confirmed many important and sensational facts which we already 
knew. Jew-Zionists captured Palestine with the help of England 
and the United States, driving a million Arabs out of their homes 
and their places of business to suffer and die in the desert. 

Many of these people were refined and cultured people living in 
lovely homes. The Jews not only came in and stole their homes 
and their farms, but they froze the bank accounts, looted their 
safety deposit boxes, stole their cattle, swine and orange groves. 
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"using the prestige and power of the United States and Western 
governments to support their lootings. . . . 

"If SMITH'S allegations seem vaguely familiar to you, there is 
good reason for it. You have read these statements many times 
before in Arab propaganda, the difference being that for the 
most part Arab literature uses less blunt language than SMITH. 

But I suppose SMITH feels Impelled to rewrite all his source 
material; he has earned the right to consider his style 
inimitable, after all the years he has spent on it."

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"Indicating with apparent regret that he will have to register 
in the United States as a foreign agent, TANNOUS goes on to 
describe 'the pro-Arab Americans' with whom he will have to 
deal on the domestic scene: 


"These Americans can be divided into two categories. The first 
consist of decent and honest Americans who do not know enough 
about the Jewish plot in Palestine and who could be well in¬ 
fluenced. They are not aggressive but honest. They will not 
help us in any 'big way,' but their influence on the US public 
opinion is steady and important. They include Church people, 
some relief organizations, and others. The second category 
consists of what the Jews call anti-Semites, I have seen some of 
them and although I cannot say the same thing of all of them, 
there are some who can do a lot of things to our cause. I have 
met people like .... GERALD SMITH, a strong anti-Zionist with 
a tremendous following (who helped us in his publications by 
some articles we have sent him), . . . Our contacts with them 
have been careful to avoid accusations by strong Jewish organi¬ 
zations, like the Anti-Defamation League (which is called here 
the Gestapo of the Jews). But we remain always on our defensive 
to prevent wrong interpretations of our actions," (P. 356.)
